THE ROBBINS HOUSE, ROBBINS ROAD, WALPOLE 


Built in 1710 near the location of the new West Junior High School, 
it was demolished in 1926. William Robbins, Jr., who built the house, 
was married to Hannah Clapp, daughter of Thomas and Mary ( Fisher) 
Clapp. Hannah’s mother was the daughter of Joshua Fisher, one of the 
owners of the original saw-mill in Walpole. Hannah Robbins died May 
10, 1761, and William Robbins, Jr. died January 7, 1769. Both are buried 
in the old Pioneer's Burying Ground, corner of Ma‘n and Kendall Streets. 


William Robbins, Sr., who sold the site cf the Robbins House to his 
eldest son, William Robbins, Jr., in 1708, settled in that part of Dedham, 
now Walpole, between 1691 and 1692 and was one of the “founders” of 
Walpole. A younger son, Ezekiel, was a Deacon of the First Parish Church 
of Walpole, gave the town its Pound, its first school house and was the 
inn-keeper of the Brass Ball Tavern, a famous inn during early Colonial 
days. It stood on West Street, just beyond the Neponset River bridge. 
In front of his Tavern, Deaccn Ezekiel Robbins erected a mile-stone which 
is preserved on the lawn of the Town Hall.

1969 was $706,114.25. 


The Board of Selectmen experienced a busy year. There were, in 
addition to the regularly scheduled meetings, numerous sessions with 
County and State officials, and innumerable meetings and conferences with 
town committees, elected and appointed officials in accomplishing the 
business of the town. 


Early in the year two new men were added to the Police Department, 
and subsequently two more were appointed as the year passed. Appointed 
as permanent patrolmen were: Roy Lee, Edward Leehan, Leo Harding 
and Antonio Lazzaro. Patrolman Paul Poirier was made a sergeant follow- 
ing the resignation of Kenneth Hutchins, who tendered his resignation 
to pursue studies at Brigham Young University in Utah. 


An intensive five month training program was instituted within the 
Fire Department following the appointment of nine men. The addition of 
these fire fighters greatly increased the manpower of the department to a 
total of 50 members. They are well trained and qualified as a result of 
the training program. 


Joseph V. Marinaro was appointed as the first full-time Building 
Inspector on September 29th, and is busy up-dating the Building Code, 
enforcing the Zoning By-Laws and tightening building inspections within 
the town. 


The town suffered an immeasurable loss at the passing of Dr. Edward 
DeRoma in February. He served the community well as a general prac- 
tioner, and gave freely of his time as school physician and health officer. 
The appointment of his successor was made on April 24, when the Board 
named Harold Groden, M.D., to the position of health officer. 


Two new standing committees were established at the 1969 Annual 
Town Meeting requiring the Selectmen to appoint a five member Indus- 
trial Development Authority, and a Council for the Aging, consisting of 
seven members. In June, Samuel Hoffman, Edward Delaney, Richard 
Cashen, Norman Sellers and Guy Giampapa were sworn to serve the IDFA. 
Appointed to the Council for the Aging were: Sydney Chamberlain, Alice 
Erker, Anna Halamaj, Charles Hole, Olga Hurley, Aurelia Newell and

Anthony Palladini, and at present they are hard at work solving the needs 
of our elderly. 


The year 1969 will be remembered in Walpole as the year of the 
“murky water”. The unappetizing or ill-appearing liquid flowing through 
the town system came about asa result of the ironization on many of the 
older pipes in the water system. A program of cleaning and relining the 
water pipes was begun, and the Board will endeavor to do everything in 
their authority to assure a speedy return to the excellent water of past 
years. 


The Board of Selectmen expresses its appreciation for the cooperation 
and assistance from the elected and appointed boards and committees, and 
extends a special note of thanks to all who gave so much, so willingly, to 
make Walpole the better community that it 1s.

The Dutch Elm disease program, consisting of pruning, sanitation and 
removal was continued. Approximately 45 diseased elm trees were removed 


and buried. 
Seventy trees were planted in various sections of the Town. Lawns

] am certain that the townsfolk join with me in sadness at the passing 
of Edward R. DeRoma, M.D., who had served so long and so tirelessly as 
Health Officer, School Physician, and as a doctor in Walpole who never 
refused to answer the call of those in need of medical help regardless of 
time, weather, or inconvenience. I am happy that I can reflect that he 
and I had a warm and friendly relationship. 


The year 1969 was one involving an intense immunization program, 
although the response of the parents of the kindergarten children to the 
free German measles vaccination was very disappointing. This resulted, 
notwithstanding intensive advance publicity, the more than adequate 
help of Visiting, school, and volunteer nurses, and the convenient day 
and time—a Saturday from 10 a.m. to 12 nocn. I also administered the 
German measles vaccine to more than 1500 pupils in the first, second and 
third grades, including the Blessed Sacrament School. 
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Before my appointment, the School Nurse gave Mumps vaccine to 
A25 children in the seventh, eighth, and ninth grades, and the Tuberculin 
tests to 840 students in the first, fifth, and ninth grades. 


I conducted physical examinations on the first and fourth grade pupils 
at the Blessed Sacrament School, all candidates for the following sports at 
the High School: footkall, hockey, soccer, basketball, wrestling, and cross- 
country; girls’ field hockey and basketball, and also the football candidates 
at the West Junior High School, Dr. Richard Kunan conducted the 
physicals on the football aspirants at the East Junior High School. 


During the scheduled football season, I performed as team physician 
at three home and two away games. I was pleased to note that such injuries 
that did occur were few in number and significantly minor; to my mind 
a tribute to the conditioning and training ky Coach Lee and his associates. 


In consideration of their numerous and varied contacts, I deemed it 
advisable to give influenza vaccine to the employees at the Town Hall. 


The number of cases of contagious diseases reported by the Walpole 
physicians was unusually low, absenteeism from school for this reason being 
correspondingly so. 


Despite the amount of industry in Walpole there have been few 
reports of air, soil, or water pollution, although it is a problem, to some 
degree, in every community. We must constantly strive towards its 
eradication. 


I have met, on several occasions, with the Administrative and nursing 
personnel in the inauguration and organization of community health pro- 
grams. Their cooperation, assistance, and suggestions have been invaluable. 


School Dentist and Dental Hygienist 
BERTHA ZLOCHIVER, Head Hygienist, R.D.H. 


A survey to determine the amount of decayed, missing and filled 
teeth (DMF) per child in the elementary grades of the Walpole schools 
has been undertaken since the beginning of the school year. The dental 
health education is conducted in these grades. This program consists of 
dental inspections and talks on care of the teeth stressing the importance 
of home care and regular dental checkups by a dentist.

The on-site sewage disposal control program for all new buildings, 
both residential and industrial, has had priority consideration where the 
public sewer is not available. A total of 53 permits were issued, of which 
33 units were completed and approved for backfill. 


Requests for advice on repair or additions to local sewage disposal 
systems at older homes received prompt attention. 
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Laboratory analysis was made of several swimming areas, waterways 
and drainage areas as indicated. Water analysis was made of Town water 
in several locations during the summer. 


All inspections of eating and drinking establishments were made as 
time permitted. 


Cooperation furnished me by the Town Administrator's office and 
other Departments has been very helpful in making this program a success.

The recreation programs offered to the townspeople provide a variety 
of pleasures for all ages. The following programs are conducted throughout 
the winter months, starting in mid- ‘November, and continuing through 
March: 


Boys’ basketball, ages 8 through 14, where basic fundamentals are 
taught and teams are formed. Instructions are carried on throughout the 
program. This year, a music program consisting of guitar lessons was 
initiated for all ages. This program started in July and ran for thirteen 
weeks. It was well attended and will be offered throughout the winter 
months as well. 


Basketball for adults is played at the High School gym every Wed- 
nesday evening from 7:00 P.M. to 9:00 P.M. Volley ball and badminton 
are also available at the High School on Wednesday evening.

The Walpole Youth Hockey Program is available to Walpole young- 
sters thrcugh a private organization and runs from Octoker through 
March. Ages are 5 years to 8th grade level. 


The Competitive Swim Team which runs all year long swims at the 
Wrentham State School pool during the winter months, caters to boys and 
girls, ages 7 through 18 years. 


Scouting for boys and girls, as well as Camp Fire for girls, is offered 
to any and all boys and girls in the Town. 


Tennis clinics 2nd tournaments are held during the summer months 
for all children and adults. Winter tennis clinics are conducted for adults 
only. This instructional class starts in November and finishes 1n February. 
Tennis playing is offered to the more experienced player from November 
through April. 


The summer swimming program offered at the Central and South 
pools consists of pre-school children’s classes and beginners, as well as 
Junior and Senior Life Saving classes which are filled to capacity. Adult 
swimming under the lights is kecoming more popular and is held at the 
Central pool each weekday night from 8:00 P.M. until 9:30 P.M. except 
Wednesdays. 


The Walpole playgrounds, five in all, operate Mondays through 
Fridays from 9:00 A.M. until 4:00 P.M. They offer a variety of pleasures 
for boys and girls, ages 6 through 18. 


As baseball is America’s sport, the Walpole Little League keeps 800 
boys busy during the late spring and early summer. This program is run 
by a private organization as is the Walpole boys’ football league which 
takes over when baseball ends its season. 


The Recreation Director and Committee, as our needs grow, will 
continue to provide our citizens and taxpayers a Recreation Program they 
will ke prcud of.

During the past year the Town lost a very capable Police Sergeant, 
when on September 1, Sergeant Kenneth Hutchins resigned from the 
department. Sergeant Hutchins resigned in order to continue his educa- 
tion which he will do at the Brigham Young University, Provo, Utah. 


On September 1, Officer Paul J. Poirier was appointed to the rank of 
Sergeant, replacing the vacancy created when Sergeant Hutchins resigned. 


During the past year there were four permanent police officers 
appointed, three to fill vacancies and one additional officer was appointed 
in order that we could appoint one man to head-up a Traffic Bureau. 


The four men appointed were: Roy F. Lee, appointed on January 9; 
Edward J. Lehan, appointed on January 9; Leo E. Harding, appointed on 
March 10, and Antonio J. Lazzaro, appointed on October 14. 


For the first time in the history of the Town, persons who are not 
town residents were appointed permanent police officers. Officers Lehan 
and Harding are residents of Canton. This came about under the new State 
Law whereby men on a “Certified Civil Service List” can seek permanent 
police work in any town or city in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


The “Pistol Team” enjoyed a successful year and again won the 
Norfolk County Trust Company trophy. They have captured this trophy 
in the past twelve out of fourteen years. The team is under the direction of 
Sergeant aHrrison. The team also competed in other competitive matches 
and exhibitions held locally and in New England, winning other team

and individual honors. All members of the Department are required to 
compete in pistol matches and each year must fire the Practical Pistol 
Course which is recommended by the F.B.I. for regular police work. 


Due to ever increasing problems and the complexities of new and 
changing laws, emphasis continues on police training, the use of modern 
equipment, modern technigues and all around “police know how.” In the 
past five years, nine officers have attended and successfully passed a six 
weeks training course, either at the State Police Academy, or at a certified 


“Municipal Police Training Academy”. 


Also, this past year we kad three cfficers attending the “Police Science 
Institute” at Dean Junior College, two are attending Northeastern Uni- 
versity and one is attending Massasoit College. Two men attended, and 
successfully passed a six weeks ccurse at the Brockton Police Academy, 
and one at the Quincy Police Academy. 


Other officers attended various seminars sponsored by the F.B.I., State 
and County agencies and universities. Courses included Juvenile Problems, 
Drugs and Narcotics, Administration, Supervision, Public Relations, Fire- 
arms Instruction and other police problems and matters. 


In order to keep up with the ever increasing “drug problem”, two 
men were assigned to the “crack” drug seminar which was held in Ply- 
mouth, Mass., and sponsored by the Federal Government. The instructors 
were top drug men from Washington, D.C. Only two men are allowed 
to attend. It was a five weeks course, very rigid and very thorough. It 
proved to be worthwhile, rewarding and productive.

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In last year’s report, five paragraphs were devoted to the ever increas- 
ing “drug problem,” which we know is unusual for a Town Report, but 
being of such concern to the citizens, we again want to give assurance 
that the police are constantly on the alert, twenty-four hours a day, com- 
batting the problem. With every officer assisting, especially in the area of 
prevention, constant observation, surveillance with intelligence prevails. 


We continue to work very closely with other law-enforcement agen- 
cies on this common problem, also with the schools, clergymen and other 
citizen groups. We all have to realize that this drug misuse or abuse is not 
strictly a police problem but rather a social problem. 

We (the police) believe that a co-ordinated school-community pro- 
gram is the best way to ccmbat the problem and this program should 
include community leaders, teachers and student representatives, adminis- 
trators of the school system, the police, physicians, psychiatrists, nurses, 
parent groups, judges, lawyers, pharmacists, clergymen, etc. 

At the time of this report, it is gratifying that a group of “high level” 
citizens have joined together regarding town problems and have included 
the drug problem in their program. This, of course, must be expanded, but 
it is a good beginning. It is pleasing, too, to report that there 1s proposed 
legislation to “beef-up” drug education in the schools. 


During the past year we had our share of minor and some major 
crimes, including armed robbery, rape, burglary, possession, sale, and use 
of drugs. 


Daytime burglary (residence) continues to climb, although we are 
far below the “national average” which has increased 247% since 1960. 
We are, nevertheless, concerned, and are devoting more and more time 
to residential daytime patrol. 


The charts below show the national rise in residence burglary both 
daytime and nighttime since 1960.

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The year 1969 was the first time in the history of the Department 
that collective bargaining took place between the members of “The 
Walpole Branch of the Massachusetts Police Association” and the Town 
of Walpole. 


All permanent patrolmen and the Sergeants are members of this 
Association. The Police Chief and the Police Lieutenant are excluded from 
membership. 


In the 1969 sessions many problems were resolved in a mature man- 
ner, with an intelligent approach to each demand. The meetings were 
amicable in nature; a good beginning. 


This past year an additicnal vehicle was added to the Department 
vhich brought the total to four. One police officer was assigned to head 
a “Traffic Bureau”; a small beginning, but we are sure it will expand as 
the years go by.

Fire Alarm 


No new fire alarm boxes were connected to our alarm system during 
the year 1969. Our wire replacement, box replacements, box inspections 
and tree trimming programs were again curtailed as in 1966, 1967 and 
1968 due to expenditures for storms, box and pole damage by vehicles, 
construction changes by the utilities and street widening projects not 
originally anticipated and included in our budget. 


A total of 1,704 man-hours were expended on maintenance, testing 
and repairs. 


A total of 426 alarms were transmitted over the fire alarm system. 
This is an increase of approximately 5% over the year 1968.

On a continuing basis, area studies are conducted by the Board 
regarding wage comparisons with other towns.

During the past year, due to the Vietnam situation, this Department 
had to lengthen its business hours. We are now open from 7:00 a.m. to 
9:00 p.m. on Mondays and Fridays, and from 9:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. on 
Tuesdays, Wednesdays and Thursdays. 


We processed 20 new applications for Veterans Benefits in addition 
to those already on our rolls. Walpole veterans who died during the year 
numbered 15 (none due to the Vietnam action). We recorded 387 dis- 
charges and handled 164 Vietnam bonus applications. 


Veterans Administration burial allowances filed by this office and 
awarded to beneficiaries amounted to $2,050.00. Veterans Administration 
pensions, in all categories, awarded to Walpole residents, amounted to 
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$18,639.13. We do not have figures on the sums awarded to those Vietnam 
veterans who are continuing their schooling under the Vietnam G.I. 
Education Bill. This office filed more than 50 education and on-job training 
applications with the V.A. 


We made over 1100 copies of various documents needed to process 
all claims and applications filed by this office on behalf of the veterans 
and/or their dependents. We made applications for eight headstones or 
gravemarkers and 41 annual V.A. questionnaires were completed and 
forwarded to the Veterans Administration. 


We would like to point out that due to the prompt action in filing 
pension claims with the V.A., we undoubtedly saved the town many 
thousands of dollars that it would otherwise have had to pay out, if the 
aforesaid pensions, and other awards, were not granted by the V.A. We 
take pride in the fact that this office played no small part in seeing these 
through with the utmost dispatch. 


With regard to expenditures for Veterans Benefits under Chapter 115 
of the General Laws of Massachusetts, we had to ask the Appropriation 
Committee for $3,700.00 more than the $25,000.00 allotted to us at the 
Annual Town Meeting. Our total expenditure for these benefits amounted 
to $27,863.36. A cost increase in all phases of this program was the deter- 
mining factor in our request for the additional funds. We did recover the 
sum of $300.39 because of assignments on certain of our cases. 


There were many more services that we performed, but space does not 
permit our listing them or going into further detail. 


We would also like to point out that any Vietnam veteran who already 
is Or wishes to attend any state institution of learning in Massachusetts 
will not have to pay any tuition fees and will still remain eligible for the 
V.A. educational grants. 


In addition, we express our sincere gratitude to all those who in any 
way have assisted this office in its endeavors to provide the best service 
to our veteran population, with particular emphasis on our State service 
offices, the Veterans Administration and all Town offices for their many 
considerate acts of kindness and their complete and continued cooperation.

In 1969 the Planning Board held twenty-two regular meetings, six 
special meetings and twelve public hearings. 


In addition to the approval of plans submitted under “Subdivision 
Control Law Not Required,” the Board entered decisions on nine major 
subdivisions totaling 201 house lots plus Industrial Park. Of the nine sub-

divisions submitted, the Planning Board, after imposing conditions on 
several, approved eight totaling 138 lots. Among the conditions imposed 
was the reservation for three years of six house lots for recreational 
purpose. 


During the Annual Town Meeting, the Planning Board recommenda- 
tion to re-zone the Lorusso property off West Street to limited manufac- 
turing and industrial use was passed. The Board also recommended, and 
the town voted in favor of, the establishment of several committees to 
study and report on proposed new zoning changes, taxation, “cluster” 
zoning and building code revision. 


During the Special Town Meting, seven major zoning articles were 
voted on and in three instances the recommendations of the Planning Board 
were not endorsed. 


On recommendations of the Planning Board, the town voted to accept 
West Pine Drive, Lois Drive and Industrial Road as public ways. 


Mr. Duffy continued his work as chairman of the Master Plan Com- 
mittee, and Mr. Cosman was appointed by Governor Volpe as a member 
of the Metropolitan Area Planning Commission. 


The board is extremely grateful to the many committee members and 
departmental agencies who have, through their reports and recommenda- 
tions, assisted the Board in its decisions.

The Board of Appeal meets on the first and third Wednesdays of 
each month, except in July and August. Meetings are usually held in the 
office of the Selectmen, in the Town Hall. 


During 1969, Donald Drake was appointed a regular member, filling 
a vacancy existing at the end of 1968. Messrs. Penza and Moore were 
appointed regular members, to replace James Wells and Vincent Badala, 
who resigned, due to the pressure of personal affairs. Edward Averi and 
James Delaney became Associate Members, to fill the complement of 
5 members and 3 associates. 


Formal advertised hearings numbered 33, slightly more than the 
previous year. Of these 25 were applications for site plan approval. One was 
withdrawn and 20 were approved, in a number of cases, only after 
revisions requested by the Board were made. Of the remaining four, three 
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were pending at the end of the year awaiting revised plans to be submit- 
ted by the applicant, the fourth, which involved both a site plan and a 
special permit, had been referred to the Planning Board for a ruling as to 
whether or not a subdivision was involved. The other 8 hearings consisted 
of 6 requests for variances, of which five were approved, one denied, and 
two were for special permits, both of which were denied. In addition, 
3 informal hearings were held, involving extension of a mobile home 
permit, site plan modification and an extension of a gravel removal 
permit. 


At the Town Meetings in the Spring, numerous amendments to the 
Zcning By-Laws and several changes 1n zones were passed as a result of 
recommendations of the Zoning Study Committee. It was the Board’s 
recommendation to the Planning Board that a revision of the Zoning 
By-Law booklet and map be made available as soon as possible to reflect 
these many amendments. 


During the year the Board has called upon the Town Counsel for 
guidance and has also been represented by him in several court appear- 
ances. At the end of the year all appeals from decisions of the Board had 
been decided upon by the Superior Court, although several cases had been 
appealed to the Supreme Court, for final adjudication. 


The General Court of Massachusetts in 1969 passed Chapter 774, 
a law providing for the construction of low and moderate income housing, 
which became effective on November 21, 1969. This law assigned to the 
Boards of Appeal the power to issue a single comprehensive building 
permit or other approval in such. cases. As a result, the Board has requested 
criteria from the Planning Board and other town officials for its guidance 
at such time as it is called upon to hear such applications.

The year 1969 showed an encouraging increase in desirable indus- 
trial activity in Walpole. In preparation for the Annual and Special Town 
Meeting, the Industrial Commission met, on an informal basis, with 
residents concerned, relative to two major rezoning articles, prior to 
announcing their decision. This meeting was a valuable aid in the culmi- 
nation of a long study and everyone's presence was greatly appreciated. 


As a result of one of these meetings, an article has been submitted for 
the 1970 Annual Town Meeting Warrant, requesting a sidewalk be 
installed on Norfolk Street, from MacDonald Circle, to Route 1A. 
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The highlights of our articles from the 1969 Annual and Special 
Town Meetings, were as follows: 


1. The formation of the Walpole Industrial Financing Authority 
which will aid Walpole in its economic development by being 
able to offer reduced rates through the financing of municipal 


bonds. 


2. Rezoning of a parcel of land on the south side of Norfolk Street 
to limited manufacturing. 


3. Rezoning of a parcel of land bordering on Route 1 and Coney 
Street to limited manufacturing. 


4. Rezoning of the Lorusso property on the south side of West 
Street. This property was rezoned into three categories: indus- 
trial, limited manufacturing and general residence. 


The Commission assisted Howe and French in the various phases of 
obtaining the necessary permits to proceed with the pending constructicn 
of their new facilities in the Walpole Industrial Park. 


Many hours of the Commission’s time, during the past year, has been 
devoted to the preparation of an industrial brochure for the town of 
Walpole. An ever increasing need for an attractive and informative bro- 
chure was evident by the increased contacts with industrial brokers and 
management representatives. This eight-page brochure has been designed 
in such a manner that the obsolesence of the material within, would not 
require updating for a considerable period of time. Variable facts and 
statistics required by industry will be provided by using the Massachusetts 
Department of Commerce monograph and by enclosing a map showing 
available industrial sites in the town. 


In conjunction with the preparation of this brochure, meetings were 
held with the Director of the Massachusetts Department of Commerce, 
to evaluate the progress of our brochure, as compared to brochures of 
other cities and towns. 


The Industrial Commissicn believes we need to attract more indus- 
try. Continued effort will be required, not only on the part of the Com- 
mission, kut more importantly, on the part of the town, if we are to te 
successful in our quest.

Each fall, this Committee makes an inspection of all public buildings, 
schools, parks and playgrounds.

This year, as usual, advice and suggestions were solicited and received 
from the proper town authorities, such as the School Committee, the Library 
Trustees, the Recreation Committee, the Town Administrator, etc. Their 
help is greatly appreciated. 


Recommended expenditures this year totaled $160,000, less than 
114% of the value of the buildings involved, and about the same as a 
year ago. Although the schools take a major part of the total, the share for 
parks and playgrounds has been increasing steadily during the last three 
years.

The Walpole Housing Authority was saddened by the death of a 
former member, James B. Maguire, in January, 1969. Mr. Maguire served 
the Town of Walpole as a member cf the Housing Authority from its 
formation in 1948 until January 1968, when he retired from public office. 


Mr. Robert A. Cobb retired as an Authority member in January, 
1969, when his term expired. Mr. Cobb had served for fifteen years. Mrs. 
Thelma deRosa was elected at the annual town election to the post 
vacated by Mr. Cobb. 


The Walpole Housing Authority met sixteen times during the past 
year. 


Final disposition of the surplus cash from the sale of the “Robin- 
wood” Veterans Housing Project, built under Chapter 200, was made. 
On June 2, 1969, the Authority presented a check in the amount of 
$47,143.70 to the Treasurer of the Town of Walpole. This amount repre- 
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sented the town’s share of the surplus cash from the Veterans Project sale. 
The Commonwealth of Massachusetts received $26,210.02 as its share of 
the surplus. 


During the year, the Authority overcame several problems with regard 
to the plans for housing for the elderly. 


In January, the Walpole Board of Appeal gave approval of a variance 
for construction of the proposed sixty-four unit complex on a parcel of 
land on Main Street, near the Edgewood Shopping Plaza. The site, which 
is under option to the Authority, is part of the Goddard Estate. 


A citizen of the Town of Walpole, who disagreed with the granting 
of the variance, instituted action which threatened to involve the Authority 
and Appeal Board, in a court suit. Fortunately, this action was withdrawn, 
and the first problem was Overcome. 


In May, the Authority selected the firm of Robert Charles Associates 
of Boston to serve as architects for the Elderly Housing Project. The choice 
was made after interviewing several firms. 


Negotiations were undertaken by Alphonse W. Query, Jr., counsel 
to the Walpole Housing Authority, on behalf of the Authority, to obtain 
a small parcel of land from the Penn Central Railroad. The parcel, which 

was formerly a right-of-way for the Goddard Estate, was necessary for 
access to the site from Main Street. Although considerable time was 
involved in negotiations with the railroad, the Authority now feels the 
acquisition of the access land is imminent. 


By vote of the Authority, a decision was reached to use gas for heat- 
ing, hot water, and cooking in the Elderly Housing Project. The building 
design, as shown in an architect’s rendering prepared in December, will 
be of Colonial construction with brick exterior, with a total of eight build- 
ings, each housing eight apartments, and a community -uilding also to be 
constructed within the complex. 


The Authority looks forward to ground breaking for the Elderly 
Housing Project in 1970.

The bi-monthly meetings of the Conservation Commission during 
the past year have dealt primarily with investigations and discussions of 
the ever increasing ecological problems that, if ignored, will have a far 
reaching effect upon our environment, both now and in the future. These 
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problems are by no means restricted to the town of Walpole but are, 
unfortunately, the problems confronting our county, our state, our country 
and 1n many instances the whole earth. 


There is an ever increasing concern over man’s total destruction of 
his environment, and fortunately as a result of our concern the words 
ecology, pollution and conservation are no longer restricted for the 
exclusive use of scientists but are now rapidly becoming household words. 


Conservation of our land and resources cannot be accomplished by 
one small nucleus, called a Conservation Commission, and because of this 
we have continued to work with our town agencies and our County and 
State conservation oriented groups. The need for mutual concern of 
adjacent communities has kecome much more evident this past year, as 
a number of meetings have been attended by members of the Commission 
with one or more conservation groups from the towns of Canton, Foxboro, 
Medfield and Sharon. 


The Conservation Commission felt a great loss with the death of 
Aaron Hill in 1969. He was a most dedicated conservationist, who even 
after his retirement from the commission, continued in his role as “Mr. 
Conservation” of Walpole. 


Dr. Gordon DeWolf, Jr., of the Commission has prepared a detailed 
listing of our objectives. Copies of this report are available from any 
Commission member. We welcome suggestions from all fellow towns- 
people and cordially invite you to attend our meetings held in the Town 
Hall at 7:30 P.M. on the first and third Wednesdays of each month.

The Board of Directors and staff members have continued in their 
commitment to provide tae community—not only therapeutic services— 
but assistance, wherever a need was found ... “to heal, to teach, to 
comfort.” 


On July 1, our Association was recertified by Social Security to par- 
ticipate in the health insurance program for the aged. In 1969, 3612% 
of the total visits were covered by Medicare as compared to 4342% in 
1968 and 48% in 1967. With continuity in care (from hospital+—to 
nursing home—to health agency) and new concepts in rehab nursing, 
the patient is encouraged to use his potential to the maximum, thus 
necessitating fewer days on nursing service. 


As the world around us changes, so do the concepts of Public Health 
Nursing, demanding constant reassessment of existing programs, setting 
new goals and supplementing acquired experience with additional know- 
ledge through educational programs: This year, nurses attended classes, 
seminars and courses in Rehab Nursing, Mental Health, Retardation, 
Alcoholism, Drug Addiction and Nutrition. 


Our Asociation has traditionally had a program heavily oriented to 
therapeutic nursing. This year we have attempted to expand and improve 
the quality of our Public Health non-bedside nursing visits. We have 
continued to participate in various Community Activities. Assistance was 
given to the Lions Club Glaucoma Clinic and nine hours of nursing time 
was donated to the Red Cross Bloodmopile. 


At the Regional Music Festival, Public School nurses with V.N.A. 
directors and nurses provided First Aid Stations. A Child Care course was 
given for Girl Scouts and Camp. Fire Girls. We were the recipients of a 
booth donated by Betro’s Surgical Supply at the Annual Rotary Fair. 
Our theme was Immunization. It was a rewarding experience in that so 
many people were interested in our material which was provided by the 
State Immunization Program. We again provided Peabody School Students 
an opportunity to observe Publit Health Nursing. 


Residents have continued to avail themselves of free use of our 
medical equipment. Sixty-six articles went out on loan during the year, 
including: many pairs of crutches, walkers, wheelchairs, comfort items, 
baby scales, and four beds on short loan.

The community continues to look to the Visiting Nurse Association 
as the service agency, not only to distribute holiday cheer but to provide 
needed services to families with problems. Contributions were received 
this year from many private individuals, the VFW, Church groups, and 
East Junior High School. At Christmas time a total of fifteen families 
numbering seventy-seven members, were remembered with presents which 
included toys, clothing—boots and shoes, beautifully wrapped, ready to 
place under the Christmas trees. Many families also received turkeys, 


packaged and canned foods. 


As an established commitment, we assisted School Health Services 
in the Mumps Vaccine Program for Junior High students and the Annual 
Tuberculosis Survey. Mantoux tests were given to all positive cases found. 
In December the German Measles Vaccine was administered to all children 
in the first three grades. In conjunction with this program a clinic was 
held for eligible Kindergarten aged children and as a make-up for absentee 
children in the school at Blackburn Hall on December 13. Dr. Groden 
administered the vaccine assisted by V.N.A. and volunteer nurses. Under 
the capable directicn of Mrs. Stilwell and the Community Service Com- 
mittee the clerical details were handled by V.N.A. directors. A total of 
205 children were immunized. 


The community and the Walpole Visiting Nurse Association were 
greatly saddened by the death of Dr. Edward R. DeRoma in February. 


It is with a deep feeling of loss that we note the passing of Mrs. 
Wayland DuBois in INaveriben She served as Vice President and as a 
Director of the Association for a number of years. 


Mrs. Warwick, our answering service for many years, resigned 1 
July. Mrs. Eleanor Barrett accepted a position with the Walpole School 
Health Services in September and Mrs. Virginia Forbes joined our staff. 


On May 6, of this year, the Association celebrated its 60th Anniver- 
sary with a social at Mrs. Hossfield’s home, president of the Association. 


Public Health, in spite of its growing and expanding pains, continues 
as an exciting field in nursing and Community Service.

The Walpole Chapter has experienced a very busy but gratifying year. 


Service to Military Families provides traditional Red Cross service 
to men and women in the Armed Forces, and their families. This service 
is a means of communication between the service man and his family. 
Our SMF workers, Mrs. Paul C. Gay, Mrs. Harry Harding, Mrs. John Ryan,

and Mrs. William S. Jackson are on 24 hour duty call. Some of the requests 
are for notification of birth or death in service man’s family; requests for 
emergency leave, or extension cf leave; health and welfare reports on 
either service man or family; advancing money to service men, reimbursed 
by parents; recommending reassignment or hardship discharge where sub- 


stantiated. Our case load has increased tremendously this year, along with 
expenses. The cost of telephone conversaions, state-side, plus wires to 
Vietnam, and other foreign countries, make a great inroad on our budget, 
yet it is one of the obligations of the Red Cross, which we are happy to 
fulfill. 


The Blood Program, under Mr. Roland F. Peterson’s chairmanship, 
is still at the top of the list 1n Massachusetts. Through the cooperation of 
many industries, organizaticns, churches and individuals, we are able to 
take care of most of the blood needs for the residents of Walpole. Walpole 
spends about $1,000.00 each year cn the Blood Program, as the expenses 
at the Blood Center are pro-rated among the chapters. This year we con- 
tributed $1,000.00 to the renovation of a much needed larger headquarters 
for the Blood Center in Boston. 


The Motor Corps, under the direction cf Mrs. Ralph Kenison, assists 
the Visiting Nurses, the elderly and ill by transporting them to clinics, 
hospitals and doctors. Our wagon is also at the disposal of the Police 
Department for use as an extra ambulance. 


The Canteen, with Mrs. Charles George and Mrs. Grant Harrington 
as Co-Chairmen, plan and prepare sandwiches and coffee for the blood 
donors and suppers for the Boston staff and local volunteers serving through 
the dinner hour. Mrs. Emma Benson and Mrs. Catherine Nelson, assisted 
by many volunteers, supplement the staff. 


With the help of a few townspeople and nurses at the Norwood Hos- 
pital, the Walpole Chapter was able to make and fill 75 ditty bags for 
servicemen in Vietnam. Each bag contained 11 or 12 useful articles and 
every serviceman and woman in that area received a bag of gifts on 
Christmas eve. 


Our Red Cross nurses assist at the Bloodmobiles and are ready to 
step in if the need arises. 


Several hundred children availed themselves of the opportunity to 
receive free swimming in‘tructicn at the pools. All stages of swimming, 
plus Junior and Senior Life Saving are taught. All Water Safety Instructors 
are trained at the Red Cros Aquatic School and their tuition paid by the 
Walpole Chapter. Any boy or girl, age 18, who has received his Senior Life 
Saving Certificate, is an excellent swimmer and who is interested in work- 
ing at the pool, may make application to Mrs. Hugh McComb. 


Mr. William Wakefield, Disaster Chairman, is alerted whenever there 
is a serious fire in Walpole. If we can be of assistance, we are glad to help. 
After a recent fire, where the family was burned out, we made a gift of 
$100.00. 
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The Walpole Chapter was given a quota of $865.00 to be raised for 
the victims of hurricane Camille. The Chapter contributed $100.00 but 
only $59.00 was received from the community. 


Our Gray Ladies, Mrs. Francis Ferney and Mrs. Raymond McClung 
spend one day each week at West Roxbury VA Hospital while Miss Mary 
Moylan gives evening and Sunday service. 


Our sincere thanks go out to all volunteers who have given so unstint- 
ingly of their time. We would welcome all new volunteers.

Over a period of three years Walpole’s curriculum and development 
program has grown to be an integral part of the school system’s program 
of education. Curriculum development has become institutionalized. New 
programs and improved programs are in operation at every grade level 
as a direct result of investing one percent of the school’s total budget for 
research and development. 


TUITION REIMBURSEMENT 


Thirty-one teachers are currently enrolled in formal graduate degree 
programs for which they are receiving 75% tuition reimbursement. These 
studies are being undertaken in eight separate universities in Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. A new Family Living course, new social studies activi- 
ties in the affective domain, and an experimental study of perceptual 


disabilities related to dyslexia are all directly attributed to staff involvement 
in graduate study. 


Many more staff are receiving 50% tuition reimbursement as they 
centinue to take individual courses to broaden and extend their own per- 
scnal area of knowledge. 


SUMMER CURRICULUM PROJECTS 


Eighteen teachers received grants last summer to work individually 
or in groups. A pilot program in the Fine Arts at the Junior High School 
is a result of the joint efforts of two Art and two Music teachers. Two 
biology teachers, together with a group of students, developed a series of 
outdoor field activities in the Town Forest that are intended for use during 
the school year. 


Other studies dealt with elementary school language arts and social 
studies, junior high school general math, and senior high school English, 
science, and special education. An individual study sought ways of improv- 
ing communication between school and community. 


CONFERENCES, CONSULTANTS, SCHOOL VISITATIONS, ETC. 


Two major studies were undertaken during the school year that had 
the effect of limiting the school visitation and conference participation by 
staff in other years. 


Because cf the survey, high priority given to finding a satisfactory 
solution to the school system's teas for more space, the Satish Committee 
joined with the Committee to Study Future School Needs to hire a 
nationally recognized consulting firm to assist with this study. The joint 
finding of this study permitted a more careful and detailed study to be 
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made of future curriculum needs as they had relevence to future pupil 
enrollment projections and physical space requirements. 


Another study focused on a growing interest in differentiated staffing 
as a way of creating new career patterns in education enabling staff to be 
compensated in relation to the differing roles and responsibilities assumed. 
SUMMARY 


The investment of cne percent of a total school budget for curricular 
research and development has enabled the Walpole Schoo! system to make 
curriculum innovations possible and respectable on a system-wide basis. 
The extent to which further investment can extend and accelerate this 
process warrants further study. 


SUMMER KINDERGARTEN PROGRAM 


The Summer Kindergarten Program was continued this year from 
June 30 through August 1. The program was designed for the Pre-First 
Grader and provided for some readiness opportunities in Reading and 


Arithmetic as well as numerous other experiences which can assist the 
child in his initial adjustment to school. 


The program was available on a voluntary basis and, as in preceding 
years, a large number of children took advantage of this offering.

TITLE | PROGRAM 


Emphasizing language arts, math, and science the third summer 
Title I program was developed and implemented through team planning 
by the staff of nine teachers, reading supervisor, and guidance counselor. 


Supportive, remedial, and enrichment activities were provided for 
about seventy-five children. Assi:ting each teacher was a teacher aide 
assigned to help in the instruction of the small groups of about 8 children. 
The pupils were grouped according to subskills into 3 separate teaching- 
learning teams of approximately twenty-five pupils each. The teams were 
staffed by Language-Arts, Math-Science, Speech-Drama, Art, Physical 


Education teachers and Teacher Aides. 


As a valuable and exciting part of the program, educational field trips 
were taken to the Continental Baking Plant, the Children’s Zoo, and the 
New England Aquarium. 


The purpose cf th € program was to help pupils realize social and 
scholastic growth. Significant improvement in basic subskills was evident 
with Biv change of attitude towards school work, teachers, and other 


pupils. 


READING DEPARTMENT 


Four full-time reading specialists, two part-time specialists and a 
system-wide reading coordinator constitute the Reading Department of 
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the Walpole Public Schools. The reading coordinator works with all 
teachers, principals, and media specialists to develop, implement and 
evaluate the reading program throughout the school system. The services 
of a reading specialist are available to every school in Walpole, including 
the senior high school. The reading program at Walpole High School was 
initiated in February 1969 and kenefits students at all levels of reading 
achievement through the close cooperation of reading specialists, teachers 
and media specialists, Future plans involve a developmental reading 
laboratory at the high school where students could benefit from short, 
intensive work in comprehension and speed. 


SPEECH THERAPY 


Two full-time speech therapisis serve the Walpole schools. These 
speech and hearing therapists work with approximately 140 youngsters 
on a system-wide basis. Their program is both remedial and preventative 
in nature, with the main thrust of the preventative program at the primary 
grades. In September all first and seccnd giade children were screened 
for possible problems and those with speech difficulties were assigned to 
individual or small group sessions, meeting two or three times per week 
with a speech therapist. 


MEDIA SERVICES DEPARTMENT 


The Media Services Department of the Walpole Public Schools is a 
new creation this year growing out of the former library coordinator’s 
office, and combining within itself the services previously rendered ky the 
school litrary department and the audio-visual services of the school 
system. Our knowledge of children and their ways of learning shows us 
that they Icarn Lest if provided with materials, ideas, and experiences 
that suit them at the time when they can best use them. No child has 
exactly the same abilities, interests, kackgrounds, and manner of learning 
as any other child; thus, our attempt is to provide in our school librarian- 


media specialists individuals who will tailor learning materials and situa- 
ticns to the needs and interests of the individual child, who will encourage 
teachers to make increasing use of materials in both printed and in audio- 
visual form for individual children as opposed to entire classes, and to 
encourage teachers and students to prepare many of their own learning 
materials. 


Enabling students to learn in the manner most appropriate for them 
with the materials suited to them requires not only an extremely large 
variety of different printed and audio-visual materials, and the equipment 
with which to use and house them, but also requires teaching personnel 
within the media services department who combine the skills of the 
classroom teacher with the skills of the librarian and audio-visual equip- 
ment technician. All facets of the program, (1) personnel to enable use 
of the materials, (2) spaces in which to use it well, (3) and the equip- 
ment and materials themselves in large variety and sufficient quantity may 
be thought of as spokes of a wheel, without any one of which the wheel 
loses strength and adequacy. 


Planning to cevelop our services in accord with the guidelines 
expressed above is probably our mo:t important activity this year. Out of 
current plans will grow whatever future services can be provided.

The year 1969 has been marked at the Main Library by a still not 
finished process of settling into greatly expanded quarters. The entire adult 
collection had to be moved into its new shelves, a process that involved 
vacuuming each book of non-fiction and all back issues of magazines. The 
work began in late winter and was finished by the middle of September. 
The girls who did all this Catherine Comeau, Cynthia Dalton, Kathleen 
McGrath, Deborah Newell and Elizabeth Taylor) are to be commended 
for their industry and cheerful zeal throughout an unusually hot and muggy 
summer. Since construction started in 1967 the fiction has been moved 
four times, the magazines three times and most of the non-fiction twice. 
It is to ke hoped that no more moves will be necessary within the life- 
times of the present staff. 


Still to Ee accomplished is setting up a young people’s section and 
arranging a number of non-permanent book groupings (mysteries, science 
fiction, historical novels, etc.). When everything is relatively well settled 
an explanatory where-to-find-it folder will ke prepared for library users. 


The library's three new special rooms have been well received. The 
adult reading room provides a quiet place for adults away from the hustle 
and bustle of the circulation desk and the hubbub of the reading-reference 
area, where students study, but by no means silently. 


The music room has a large listening table equipped with record 
player and earphones and has turned out to be most popular with the 
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young people. Undoubtedly its appeal has been enhanced by the fact that 
both Columbia and RCA Victor Records have sent the library large collec- 
tions containing the kinds of recordings high school students like. The 
record collection itself is in the process of being grouped into categories, 
which should make it easier to use. Also housed in the music room are 
the books on music, theatre and the dance. 


There is a steadily growing demand for the multipurpose room down- 
stairs as people discover it, and a number of organizations are using it 
regularly. It has a seating capacity of seventy and a small kitchen nearby 
may be used for the preparation of light refreshments. The multipurpose 
room is available during library hours whenever it is not needed for library 
purposes. It may Fe used by graups whose purposes and activities conform 
with those of the library: information and ideas, education and the enjoy- 
ment of leisure through literature and various forms of art. It may not be 
used for purely social gatherings or money making purposes. Advance 
reservations are necessary. 


The annual children’s book fair was held here this year. It was possible 
to have it open during the children’s library hours and was very well patron- 
ized. Story hours were also conducted in the multipurpose room by Ann 
Cunniff and Norma Rudolph. 


Library resources have been augmented throughout the year with 
books from the Eastern Regional Library System Bookmobile, which began 
making monthly stops in January. Between forty and fifty books are chosen 
each month by members of the staff. The books stay here for about four 
months and circulate just as though they belonged to this library. Circu- 
lation has averaged three per volume. 


Many gift books and recordings have been received this year: 70 gift 
books and 110 gift records were added to the collections. Gifts of this kind 
are always welcome, but with the understanding that if this library can’t 
use them, they will be disposed of to another appropriate agency or 
institution.

Town Meeting of the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Walpole, qualified to vote in elections and Town affairs, was held in the 
Auditorium of the Walpole High School on Monday, January 27, 1969. 


All statutes and by-laws concerning the calling of a Special Town Meeting were 
fulfilled. Moderator Robert B. Boyd, Jr. called the meeting to order at 8:00 P.M. 


Town Clerk Louis E. Hoegler declared that the Warrant for this Meeting had 
been posted. 


The fcllowing Tellers were appointed: David E. Perkins, Richard Troxell and 
Joseph Wissman. 


The Article in the Warrant was read by the Moderator as was the Motion of 
the Appropriation Committee. 


Mr. Bernard Martin, Chairman of the Committee to procure plans and speci- 
fications for an addition to the Fisher School, submitted the following report for the 
Committee. 


Pursuant to the authorization of the Annual Town Meeting of 1967, the Moder- 
ator appointed Garrett H. Dalton, Alfred Cisternelli, Raymond Hagerty, Norman 
Sellers and Bernard V. Martin as members of a committee to procure plans and 
specifications for an addition to an elementary school. John Powers was named an 
ex-officio member of that committee by the Moderator. 


The committee met regularly amongst themselves and met with the School 
Needs Committee and representatives of the School Committee. As a result, this 
committee concluded that there is a pressing need for an addition to the elementary 
schec] facilities in the North Walpole area. All the committees with whom we have 
met concur in this conclusion. Therefore, this committee engaged the services of the 
architectural firm of Korslund, LeNormand & Quann, Inc., after interviewing seven 
different architectural firms. 


Educational Needs Specificaticns were written to include an addition of 15 
classrooms and an Instructional Materials Center. These Specifications were then 
submitted to the School Building Assistance Commission in Boston. The specifications 
have received the approval of the School Building Assistance Commission as well as 
the support of the Walpole School Committee and the Walpole School Needs Study 
Committee. 


Pursuant to the vote taken at the 1968 Annual Town Meeting, funds were 
appropriated to bring completed plans before the Town Meeting. We are here this 
evening with completed plans. 


These plans call for an addition of 15 classrooms, a gymnasium-multi-purpose 
room, a music center and a media center, along with enlargement of cafeteria and 
office facilities. 


I would like to show you floor plans of the proposed completed project and 
the projected costs of the building and why we are asking for the appropriation in 
the amount we have requested. 


The following pages show the plans for the proposed addition to the Fisher 
€chool. 
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Need 


Walpole is still growing and its schocl system must grow with the Town. Each 
year, increasing enrollments add further limitations on our educational system. 


The overflow from our elementary school in North Walpole, consisting of 11 
classes, is housed at the Old Fisher School and at the West Junior High School. 
This year the unavailability of the classrooms at the West Junior High School has 
forced redistricting of some of their pupils, thus adding to the pressures of the 
East Junior High School as well. It is estimated that in September 1969, 190 ele- 
mentary pupils will attend the West Junior High School because of the lack of 
facilities at the Fisher School. 


The projected rate of home construction is rapid with approximately 125 homes 
scheduled to be built in the near future. Because of our classroom shortage and the 
fact that some facilities at the Fisher School are inadequate to meet the demands of 
a modern school curriculum, it is essential that we construct this addition to the 
Fisher School. 


Walpole’s School Committee, School Needs Committee, Building Committee, 
School Administration and Staff, and the State School Building Assistance Bureau 
endorse the addition to the Fisher School and agree that the need for it is urgent. 

Defeat of this proposed addition to the Fisher School will produce three highly 
undesirable effects: 


1. It will prolong and aggravate the existing overcrowded conditions in our 
schools. 

2. It will delay the establishment of a full year Kindergarten program. 

3. It will guarantee much higher construction costs at a later date. 


Architect’s Report 


The structure proposed for the new addition will be fire-resistive and only those 
materials which have proved relatively maintenance-free will be used. The floor plan 
layout has been carefully arranged to provide educational functions, maximum safety, 
and minimum cost. The total area of actual educational useable space is much higher 
than the State or National average. 


Building Committee Report 


The Building Committee, appointed by the Town Moderator as a result of a 
vote of Town Meeting in 1967, has surveyed the need, both present and future, and 
interviewed numerous architects in search of the best plan for Walpole. 


The architectural firm of Korslund, LeNormand and Quann, Inc. was selected 
to work with our committee in producing this proposal. This experienced firm has 
designed and built numerous schools in recent years, including an addition to the 
Boyden School, and is noted for quality school building at low cost. 


The Building committee makes herewith its recommendation for the construc- 
tion of a 15 room addition to the Fisher Elementary School. 


It is our conviction that the plan presented here represents the best solution to 
our problem. This school is educationally correct, architecturally and financially sound 
for today’s and our future educational program. 


ARTICLE 1.—On Mction of David R. Cameron, Chairman of the Appropri- 
ation Committee, it was voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
One Million Two Hundred Eighty Thousand Dollars ($1,280,000) for construct- 
ing, originally equipping and furnishing an addition to the Fisher School; that to 
raise this appropriation One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000) is appropriated 
from the stabilization fund and the Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
is authorized to issue One Million One Hundred Eighty Thousand Dollars 
($1,180,000) in bonds or notes of the Town payable in no more than fifteen years 
(15 vears) from their dates, under Chavter 645 of the Acts of 1948 as amended; 
provided that the total authorized borrowing shall be reduced by any matching 
stabilization fund payment; and that the “Addition to the Fisher School Committee” 
is authorized to take all action necessary to carry out this project.

REPORT OF THE ZONING BY LAWS STUDY COMMITTEE 


At the Annual Town Meeting held April 16, 1968, formation of this commit- 
tee was authorized under Article 2. On June 6, the Board of Selectmen appointed 
the membership of the committee, consisting of one member each from Planning 
Board, Appropriations Committee, Conservation Commission, Industrial Commis- 
sion and one member at large from the voting population. 


An organizational meeting was held June 12. Regular meetings, open to the 
public, have been held weekly on Monday since that date. 


The function of this committee was stated in part to be “to review and recom- 
mend any changes in the Zoning By Laws by preparing articles for a Special Town 
Meeting”. Pursuant to the article the following steps were taken to gather informa- 
tion from qualified and interested parties: 


News articles were released to the Walpole Times, Norfolk County Free Press, 
and Patriot Ledger soliciting recommendations for changes. 


A written report of proposed by-law changes was sent to interested Town 
Boards, Committees and officials. 


Two general meetings were held with these groups to hear and discuss their 
suggestions for changes. 


Individual meetings were held with town officials to acquire technical opinions. 
Several communications were received from town boards. 


Discussions were held with individuals who wrote suggestions for changes. 


Public Hearing was held February 19 at Blackburn Memorial Hall under the 
chairmanship of the Planning Board. 


Town Counsel has reviewed all matters felt to contain legal implications by 
the committee or by those who have guided the committee with their 
questions and statements at the various meetings to date. 


The committee grouped its subject matter as follows: 


1. Zoning By Law matters which required immediate attention and on which 
it felt early action could be proposed. These are submitted as articles in 
this Town Meeting. 


No 


Those subjects which, by virtue of time available or their technical con- 
tent, would require more deliberate examination. We feel these subjects 
should be referred to the Master Plan Updating Committee for considera- 
tion. They are: 


Land Use—Walpole’s land area should be reviewed and proposals made 
for the most effective future use of that land based on present needs of 
the town in terms of population, industry, conservation and community 
activities. 
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Zoning Districts—Review and recommend natural realignment of zoning 
districts in the light of present needs and the natural habitat. 


a. Consider establishment of new districts based on need, such as an 
Industrial Park District, an Apartment District, and the like. 


b. Reviewing compatibility of Walpole’s zones with those of abutting 
towns. 


c. Consider the use of certain zoning districts as a form of buffer 
between present, dissimilar districts. 


Building Laws—Study and revise the building laws of the Town of 
Walpole. 


Objectionable Use—Study the advisability of requirements for acceptable 
levels of noise, glare, smoke and odor. 


By-Law Structure—Revise the structure and nomenclature of the Zoning 
By-Laws following such proposed changes. A decimal indexing system is 
recommended. 


This committee asks that each section of these proposed changes be considered 
in the ccntext of the general framework of the Zoning By-Laws. Consideraticn out 
of context is nct cnly misleading but dangercus to the general welfare cf the Town 
and all of its citizens. 


Zoning By-Laws are, at best, a ccmprcmise of varied interests and concerns. 
A suggested change in any section will cause both agreement and disagreement 
depending on the individual. 


This committee realizes that for almost any By-Law written it is possible to 
have an exception to it. This is cne of the reasons for having a Board cf Appeals. 
We ask that each recommendation be considered from the standpoint of its overall 
effect and nct the exceptional case.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON REPRESENTATIVE TOWN MEETING 


Authority 
This committee was formed in conformance with the vote of the Annual Town 
Mecting of 1968. Members were appointed by the Moderatcr. 


Charge 
To study Representative Town Meeting (RTM) and to make a report and 
recommendation to the Town at the next Town Meeting. 


Meetings 

A number of meetings have been held by the Committee, and between times, 
individuals have been active gathering data from a variety of sources. Question- 
naires were sent out to the Town Clerks, Moderators and The League of Wemen 
Voters of all forty-cne (41) Massachusetts towns employing RTM, with over 60‘ 
replies, which have been studied, indexed, and evaluated. Meetings with such 
azencies as the Mass. Tax Payers Asscciaticn have been held, along with numerous 
individual discussions with residents of other towns. Literature from sources such 
a cay of Connecticut, and the Mass. Selectmen’s Associaticn has been 
studied. 


Committee Ground Rules 

At the very outset, the reasons motivating the request for such an RTM com- 
mittce were discussed at length, determining whether the request was merely 
symptomatic cf other governmental ills, or whether per se RIM was essential. 
It was agreed by the Committee members that, notwithstanding the need for gen- 
eral government reforms, our action would be solely to present the facts, to the 
Town with a recommendation for or against RIM. Throughout our deliberations 
has remained, however, the feeling that RTM may cnly be a single segment of the 
needed reforms, and many hours have been spent both in study and discussion 
of forms of government which would ke up-to-date, effective, and efficient. 


Recommendation 


It is the vote of this committee that Representative Town Meeting is necessary 
in Walpole. The reasons that dictate this decision are as follows: 


U1 O4aee) 


1. “Lack of facilities’, a small factor, but there is no way in which all regis- 
tered voters can assemble for a Town Meeting if they should want to do so. 

2. ‘“Unrepresentativeness’, a large factor, general voter apathy has made 
it increasingly easy for a special interest group to “swing” a Town Meeting 
simply by turning out in force. 


3. “Extended Debate’, a lesser factor, the tendency toward extended debate 
at present meetings has proven very time consuming and not very fruitful. 
4. “Modernization”, a small factor, but a step towards the updating of our 


town government, which others have also realized and initiated in their 
own realm. 


The arguments that arose and the sclutions resolved to offset them are as 
follows: 

1. “Lack of candidates’. It is a fact that total candidates exceed total mem- 
berships in most towns, therefore, reduction in membership or members- 
at-large are the solution. 

“Lack of quorum at specials”. A problem more common to present type 
of town meeting, RTM members should be more conscientious than gen- 
eral townsmen. Solutions effective in other towns, printing attendance 
or absent records publicly (roll calls at beginning and end of meeting), 
failure to attend three consecutive meetings is cause for dismissal. 

“Lack of Debate’, better informed RTM members raise the level of debate 
and reduce the need for same. Pretown meeting meetings settle issues 


before hand. 


In summarizing, we quote from a committee similar to ours but formed in 
Lol5: 


i) 
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“If all the inhabitants of such towns assemble, it is obvious that busi- 
ness cannot be well transacted by so numerous a body, liable as it always 
must be, to be swayed by lccal views, party feelings, or the interests cf 
designing men. If the meetings be, as it most frequently will be, but thinly 
attended, those present must act as the representatives of the whole; and it 
is very seldom, that men of the best intelligence and most capable of 
conducting public business will leave their important private concerns to 
attend to affairs in which they have only a general interest; it therefore 
unavoidably happens that the affairs of a large town are conducted by a 
very small number of persons, who represent and act for the whole, but 
who are nct chosen by them, who do not possess their confidence and act 
under no, or a very slight responsibility.” 

The RIM Committee, therefore, recommends in detail, an RTM Plan for the 
Town of Walpole. 


The Plan 

There are many elements comprising an RTM plan, and the committee has 
evaluated each element in terms of its desirability in Walpole, and in keeping 
with the success cf such elements in other Towns. Matters relating to member- 
ship, precincts, ex-officio members, members at large, and referenda prerogatives 
are only a few of the elements considered. Quantity of membership, number of 
precincts, redistricting, and certain procedural matters are a few other considera- 
tions this committee has taken into account. 

This committee’s plan is presented in the form of an act to present to the 
legislature upon the approval of the town at the Annual Town Meeting 1969. 
After acceptance of the Legislature, final acceptance by the Town will be by ballot 
of the vote of the Town. 


Conclusion 
The efforts of this hardworking committee are, and have been, solely directed 
toward the improvement of our type of Town government. We are ready to con- 
tinue these efforts in any manner which will benefit the entire population of 
Walpole.

COMMITTEE REPORTS OF THE ADJOURNED ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
APRIL 28, 1969 


ARTICLE 2 


Mr. William Vannah submitted the following Report for the Fire Department 
Advisory Committee: 


After some months of controversy, we have had three highly constructive 
months of cocperative effort with the Selectmen, the Chief and the Assistant Chief. 


Results 


1. The Chief has applications from a sufficient number of qualified recruits to 
bring the Fire Department up to its authcrized strength. These new men can 
respend during the day. 


2. The Training Officer has an accelerated training program ready for these appli- 
cants, as sccn as this Tcwn Meeting approves the Budget Items necessary for 
the program. 

In December, we urgently reccmmend steps to get the stated results in order 
to correct: 
a. Insufficient action at filling vacancies in the fire-fighting complement. 
b. The inherently dangercus fire-fighting situation during daytime hours, due 
to an inadequate number of firemen in pcsitions to respond to day-time 
alarms of fire. 


(ots es) 


3. Working with us, the Chief and Assistant Chief have written Rules and Regu- 
lations that prescribe the operating procedures of the Department. As soon as 
guidelines for department management responsibilities are written, both docu- 
ments will be submitted to the Selectmen for approval. 


Of the tasks assigned to this committee by vote of the 1968 Town Meeting, 
one remains. It is to assist Town Officials on Insurance protection for the call 
firemen. We understand that $50,000-$100,000 liability can be obtained at a 
satisfactory price for all Town vehicles, including fire apparatus. Chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen assures us that negotiations for such liability insurance 
will get underway this Fall. 


os 


We have been asked how the Townspeople may know that the recruits are 
qualified fire-fighters in September, that is, that the accelerated training program will 
have worked. You may judge for yourself in two ways: 


1. These men will respond to alarms during their 17-week training program; 
they will receive on-the-job practice and you may observe them in action. 


2. It is the intention of the ‘Chief to conduct at least one demonstration for 
the boards and committees of the Town. We think it would be practical 
publicity to invite townspeople-at-large. 


This is the substance of our report, stripped of a recital of meetings with 
boards, committees, managers of local industry and individuals during the twelve 
months. 


Eugene W. Cray, Chairman, submitted the following report for the Fire Alarm 
Study Committee: 


The Fire Alarm Study Committee was appointed by the Town Moderator 
“to study the Town Fire Alarm System and consider the advisability of continuing, 
revising or eliminating the system... and... report findings and recommenda- 
tions at the next Annual Town Meeting”. 


The committee recommends that the Town owned and maintained fire alarm 
box system be continued. We note that: 


1. Operating parts of the system are not old by fire alarm criteria. 


2. Line wire, fire alarm boxes and certain hardware have been and shculd 
continue to be replaced every 33 years or so. 


3. The system, with good care and maintenance, will have a very long life. 


4. To replace the system with another type would be economically unwise 
and unnecessary. 


5. To eliminate the system would adversely affect the Town by: 
a. Reducing the life saving potential of the fire department. 
b. Reducing the property protecting potential of the fire department. 


c. Contributing to raising the fire insurance rates for industry thus 
making Walpole less attractive for new and old industry. 


d. Raising the cost of fire alarm protection for industry, commercial 
properties and institutions now connected to the fire alarm system 


by requiring costly modification of their present fire alarm arrange- 
ment. 


e. Wastefully raising the cost of the remaining fire alarm protection; 
(the fire whistle system and Vocalarm system would need costly 
modification ) . 


We recommend that the fire alarm box system be continued and revised in 
order to strengthen the system and protect the investment that the Town has made 


in it. The following recommendations are spelled out in detail later in this report 
along with other recommendations. 
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Tree trimming and other line maintenance. 
Box testing and related alarm circuit construction. 
Lightning arresters and other safety provisions.

We recommend that the Town encourage industry, commercial properties and 
institutions to connect to this public service to increase protection of their pro- 
perties. We recommend that the fire emergency telephone arrangement be aug- 
mented. We recommend that an adequate fire alarm budget be appropriated in 
order to: 


1. Centinue traditicnal routine maintenance work. 
2. Carry forward the recommendation cf this report. 


We do not suggest residential expansion of the fire alarm box system in the 
forsceable future; and certainly not until the recommendations related to strength- 
ening and protecting the system have been implemented. 


Our findings and recommendations follow, with more detail, under these 
headings: 


A. How to study a thing like fire alarm? 

B. Walpole fire alarm protection (broad scope). 

C. What's the use of having a fire alarm box system. 

D. Recommendations for the fire alarm box system. 

E. Recommendations for the fire emergency telephone arrangement.

A. How to Study a Thing Like Fire Alarm? 


To carry out the charge of the Town Meeting, the fire alarm study committee 
considered the views of the Board of Selectmen, the Appropriations Committee, 
the Town Administrator, the Town Counsel, the Fire Chief (Superintendent of 
Fire Alarm), the Assistant Fire Chief and Deputy Superintendent of Fire Alarm. 
We requested a meeting with the Fire Department Advisory Committee, successor 
to the Fire Department Study Committee of 1967-1968. 


In addition to Town officials, we met with a Technical Field Representative 
of the Municipal Protection Department of the New England Insurance Rating 
Association. We studied the procedure that the Association uses to grade a com- 
munity (to determine the basis for fire insurance rates). This information is pub- 
lished in the “Standard Schedule for Grading Cities and Towns of the United States 
with Reference to Their Fire Defenses and Physical Conditions’, by the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters (the successor organization is American Insurance 
Association). We tried unsuccessfully to obtain the last Rating Association report 
to Walpole (1940). The recommendations of these reports include Fire Alarm, 
Fire Department, Water Supply and other considerations. 


We considered Pamphlet 73 of the National Fire Protection Association. This 
is the national “Standard for the Installation, Maintenance and Use of Municipal 
Fire Alarm Systems’’. 


We studied budget data, annual reports, monthly reports and speci] reports 
prepared by the Deputy Superintendent of Fire Alarm in the course of his work 
during recent years; also a number of his repcrts and estimates prepared to assist 
this committee in its study. 


We sought the legal opinion of the Town Counsel on Massachusetts statutory 
law applicable to the use by the Town, of utility company poles and underground 
ducts; the use by the utility companies of the streets of the Town; and the mutual 
responsibilities resulting. 
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We have communicated with the New England Telephone who is in the business 
of providing communities with emergency voice communication box systems for a 
monthly rental charge. One such community was visited. 


A questionnaire was sent to neighboring communities in order for us to be 
able to compare their fire alarm systems with the Walpole box system. 


We visited the Police Station to see the arrangement of all the communica- 
tions equipment in use there, in order to try to learn whether the public safety is 
well served by having the police desk officer handle fire emergency calls along with 
all his other responsibilities. 


We observed the testing of fire alarm boxes by fire alarm electricians. We noted 
the temporary arrangement of the circuits and equipment. This arrangement makes 
it difficult to make a complete test of boxes and circuits (because our town has 
fire whistles at three fire stations and no firemen at the stations to silence the fire 
whistles during the tests). 


From the foregoing sources, and more, we have sifted hundreds of ideas. This 
report recommends only a few of what we believe to be the best. 


B. Walpole Fire Alarm Protection (Broad Scope) 


1. Commercial telephone service is provided by New England Telephone. Our Fire 
Department has one fire emergency telephone line. Under normal conditions, 
most fire alarms are received via the fire emergency line or via the police emer- 
gency telephone line. If the fire emergency line is busy, the fire call is nor 
progressively transferred to another line. This arrangement is not in the best 
interest of public safety. 


2. The Fire Department radio system receives cn two networks. The “working 
network” (33.50 m.c.) is sometimes used for alarm announcement (or con- 
firmation) before (or during) the blasting of the fire whistles. When fire 
whistles fail to operate or when wind carries the sound downwind, radio 
alerts volunteer firemen within the sound of their radics, except: (a) during 
power failures; (b) when radio is not used to announce the alarm, and (c) 
when the receivers are not turned on in the firemen’s homes. Receiving equip- 
ment is provided in each fireman’s home, at the police station, at each fire 
station, in all fire apparatus, in the three chief officers’ vehicles and in the 
privately owned truck of the Deputy Superintendent of Fire Alarm. There is 
transmitting equipment at the police station, all three fire stations and in all 
fire vehicles. Walpole shares the 33.50 m.c. network with Norwood, Westwcod, 
Medfield, Canton, Dover, Sharon, Foxboro, Mansfield and Easton. Both netwerks 
are used to request and receive requests for mutual aid from other towns. The 
33.54 m.c. network serves Wrentham, Franklin, Norfolk, Millis, Medway and 
Bellingham. Walpole does not normally transmit on the 33.54 m.c. network 
except for mutual aid. 


Fire whistles are lccated at the three fire stations. The blast of the fire whistle 
comes from the release of air from the storage tank in the basement of the fire 
station, through the timing valve and out through the whistle. The signal 
initiates from the following equipment: 
a. Fire alarm boxes on the street or at buildings. 
b. Code transmitter at the fire st-tion watch desk. 
Code transmitter near the police desk. 
Test cloc« at tne mre station (test signals daily at 6:30 a.m. and 6:30 p.m.) 
d. Telegraph key at the fire station watch desk (“all ovt” signal). 
Fire whistles are used to summon volunteer firemen. Towns with all full time 
firemen don’t need fire whistles. During power failures, fire whistles still 
operate even though home radio receivers fail. But, on windy days, firemen 
indoors at home on the windward side of the whistle, may not hear it. 


Oy) 
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4. “Vocalarm” is a high quality voice communication system in operation between 
the three fire stations. During power failures, Vocalarm will not be operative 
at first, but can be made operative by use of small portable generators car- 
ried cn one fire apparatus housed at each staticn. 
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The fire alarm box system consists of 154 telegraph type fire alarm boxes on 
the streets, at industrial plants, commercial properties and institutions. Prac- 
tically all boxes are available to the public. When a “street” box is “pulled” 
or a “master” box is operated automatically by a sprinkler system (or heat 
detector or smoke detector), a telegraph type code number indicating the box 
location is sent via the fire alarm wires to the Central Fire Station where the 
code signal is received, recorded (with date and time), sounded on gongs, 
blasted to the town by fire whistles, and repeated by relays to the other two 
fire stations, fire officers’ homes, the water pumping station, Bird Machine 
Company, Bird and Son, Inc., and Fales Machine Company. 


W hat’s the Use of Having a Fire Alarm Box System? 


Fire whistle signals are carried from boxes to whistles via the wires of the 
fire alarm box system. Without the present box system, station equipment and 
line construction, an expensive alternative to the fire whistle system or to the 
box system would be needed. 


There are 31 “master” boxes providing protection for the following properties: 
6 industrial plants, 7 commercial properties, 10 schools, 4 churches, a rest 
home, the public library and 2 other institutions. This reliable public service 
is more economical than available alternative alarm system methods for industry 
and institutions. We note that protection for a building served by a “master” 
fire alarm box can be increased by installing heat detectors and/cr smoke 
detectors in the building, with a connection to the “master” box. 


When you can’t get a telephone dial tone because of storms, floods, sports events 
and cther cccurrences (inability to get a dial tone results from too many people 
trying to use phones at once), street fire alarm boxes are available. Use of 
the street fire alarm box will immediately sound the fire whistles. 


A fire alarm box is a more direct way than the telephone to alert the fire 
department. But most people use their home telephcne to call the fire depart- 
ment, if they are home. In Walpole, fire calls are usually answered by the 
police desk cfficer, who also has the responsibility for answering four other 
telephone lines (fire department business and 3 police). as well as monitoring 
and operating two radics (fire and police) and 14 “remote station” alarm 
receivers. nct to mention conducting business with the public at the police desk. 
To handle a fire emergency, the officer must “‘set up” the fire alarm signal on 
the code transmitter (after leaving his desk and travelling about 15 feet). 
Wh-<n there are no other emergencies and no distracting business, the alarm 
received by the desk officer will be handled promptly. But if distracted, a 
delay may result in loss of property and could result in loss of life. 


If the Town was without the fire alarm box system, the long run result could 
well be a negative impact on the grading of the Town by the New England 
Insurance Rating Association. Industry would then have higher insurance rates. 
To help attract industry, Walpole should retain the present rates, or better yet, 
try to improve them. 


When severe storms cccur, telephone lines are often damaged and out of 
service. If the fire alarm box system is still in service, it might be the only 
way to summon the fire department. 


When power failures cccur, the fire alarm system will continue in service. 
At first, batteries power the system; then when the standby generator at Cen- 
tral Fire Station is ‘on the line”, it takes over from the batteries. The box sys- 
tem and fire whistles are operative during power failures. Radios in firemen’s 
homes are not. 


To summarize, the fire alarm box system is valuable to the town because the 


bex system: Pretects industrial, commercial and public property; helps avoid 
higher industrial insurance rates; is useful in calling the fire department directly, 
and when telephcnes fail is especially needed; is basic to the fire whistle system, 
and along with the whistles, prevents total dependence cn electric power and radio 
for alerting volunteer firemen. 
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D. Recommendations for the Fire Alarm Box System 


1. Line maintenance work should be increased to prevent creeping deterioration. 


a. 


Line reliability should be assured by more tree trimming. Fire alarm cir- 
cuits are nearly all overhead cn utility poles. The wires run through trees 
and... trees grow. Branches and wires rubbing together cause electrical 
problems that could disable a box signal, particularly in wet weather. 
Although a joint Boston Edison, New England Telephone tree trimming 
program is scheduled for completion soon, there will still be a number of 
locations where the fire alarm wires will be in contact with tree limbs. 
All such conditions should be cleared. Your safety may depend on it. Suf- 
ficient budget mcney should be earmarked for increased “Tree Trimming”, 


this year. 


Because utility companies replace poles on a 33 year schedule, Walpole 
should, at the time a pole is replaced, replace the old fire alarm materials 
on the old pole with new ccnduit, wire, fittings and ground rod. If, as in 
scme locations, the fire alarm box is 33 years old, it too should be replaced 
and the parts used to repair other boxes. The work should be performed 
in cooperation and coordination with the utility to avoid delaying the 
completion of the work. Budget money should be earmarked for “Work 
Resulting from Routine Replacement of Utility Poles’. In 1969, there are 
more poles being replaced than usual. 


The power company is ccnverting to a higher voltage (13,800 volts) in 
many parts of town, in order to better serve the town’s growing power 
needs. New high voltage cable is being installed on the poles. Other recon- 
struction results. Walpole should keep pace with power company, telephone 
company construction changes by earmarking budget money for “Work 
Resulting from Construction Changes by Utility Companies’. Money bud- 
geted for “Routine Maintenance” should not be siphoned off for this 
expensive reconstruction. To do so is detrimental to the whole fire alarm 
maintenance program. The hand-to-mouth approach used in recent years 
should be discontinued. 


Box circuit line construction should be modified where this will result in 
more streets covered with less line wire in use, and at the same time 
replacement of line wire 33 years old. Budget money shculd be earmarked 
for “Box Circuit Modification”, this year. There are two miles or more of 
wire in condition that is unsafe. 


2. Fire alarm testing should be increased in frequency and the testing procedure 
should be more comprehensive. To make this possible, “alarm circuit” ccn- 
struction (begun several years ago) should be completed, to facilitate more 
frequent and adequate tests of boxes. 


a. 


Box testing is a basic and essential part of fire alarm maintenance. In the 
recent past, tests have usually been mechanical. This means that the box 
under test is electrically (partially) disconnected from the rest of the 
system and no signal is sent to any fire station. A trained person can tell 
by observation that the box is mechanically op2rative (and partly elec- 
trically operative) but there is no way of knowing that the box and the 
circuit to the box is completely operative. It is possible without completion 
of alarm circuit construction to test boxes completely, but it is impractical 
and, in fact, might result in loss of an actual fire alarm. Money should be 
earmarked this year for “New Alarm Circuit Construction” and the work 
should be completed as soon as possible. 


Pamphlet #73 of the (NFPA recommends that boxes be tested six times 
each year. For towns with full time firemen, this frequency is not unrea- 
sonable. But having a volunteer fire department, four times a year for each 
box would, in our opinion, be a solid accomplishment. Such tests are most 
useful when made after lightning storms or contact with high voltage 
power lines, during the coldest hours of the winter, and during the wet 
season when leaves are still on the trees. Scheduling of tests should reflect 
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these facts. Budget money should be earmarked for recommended “Fire 
Alarm Box Testing’, this year. 


3. The fire alarm box system should be strengthened and protected by installation 
of more surge protectors, better signal grounding facilities and the improvement 
of existing facilities for these purposes. 


a. Lightning arresters are needed in some locations where wires attach to 
buildings, and should be installed this year. 


b. Lightning arresters are needed at a number of locations out on the line, 
and should be provided, some at least, this year. 


c. Some existing grounding rods have been found through testing to be 
inadequate for carrying box signals under emergency “open-line” condi- 
tions. These grounding rods should be dug up, salted, flushed, ‘recovered 
and re-tested, as routine maintenance every year, as “open-line” box tests 
indicate the need, beginning this year. 


d. Alternate “signal ground” paths should be added by connecting to the tele- 
phone cable ground, wherever possible. Budget money shculd be earmarked 
for “Surge Protector Program”, “Improvement of Grounding Electrodes”, 
and “Box Grounding Program”. 


4a. Because of the public safety nature of fire alarm, authorization should be pre- 
arranged for foreseeable recurring emergency repairs including those resulting 
from storms, vehicle accidents, and damage by utility crews. Fire alarm linemen 
should not have to doubt the legality of dangerous emergency repair work. An 
adequate annual budget for “Emergencies”, above all other items, should be 
earmarked. 


4b. When disaster strikes (such as a hurricane), there should be a prior under- 
standing among town officials that money earmarked for routine fire alarm 
maintenance and construction, can be spent on emergency repairs. This under- 
standing will facilitate the preparation cf annual budgets. It seems neither 
necessary ncr desirable to earmark money for disasters. 


5a. When public safety can be improved and industrial, institutional and com- 
mercial properties better protected, fire alarm wires should be extended to such 
properties, provided the owners invest in proper fire alarm equipment installed 
in an approved manner. Work on private property that remains to be performed 
by Fire Alarm, should be paid for by the property owner before service is 
provided. Budget money should be earmarked this year for: “Extension of 
System to Industry and Institutions”. 


Sb. Extension of fire alarm wires for new restdential locations for street alarm 
boxes, or procurement of boxes for these or any other new box locations, should 
be deferred until all of the foregoing recommendations in this report have been 
implemented. The foregoing should not preclude the replacement of existing 
boxes older than 33 years that are deteriorated (for instance by road salt) to a 
point where repair would be uneconomical. 


6. At the request of the Appropriaticns Committee, this committee has performed 
the additional service of scrutinizing the fire alarm work in order to prepare 
an cxperimental budget format that identifies, in a more detailed way, the cost 
of all aspects of the work performed and permits earmarking money for neces- 
sary projects. This experimental format has been transmitted to the Appropri- 
ations Committee, the Fire Department and the Fire Commissioners (Select- 
men). The recommendations of this report have been coordinated with the 
suggested format. Design of reporting forms for man-hours and material use, 
coordination with the procedures of the Town Accountant and a trial period 
of at least a year are contemplated by this committee. We hope the revised 
budget format will contribute to greater understanding and appreciaticn by and 
among all parties to the annual budget making process, and we recommend 
that all strive to fulfill this hope. 
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We recommend that the town make a strong effort to recover money for vehicle 
damage to fire alarm boxes, lines and hardware. We recommend a more formal 
reporting procedure, wherein police are instructed to routinely report damage 
to the fire alarm system in writing to the Fire Department, the Police Chief, 
and to the Town Administrator. The Fire Department should be instructed to 
estimate (and report in writing to the Town Administrator) the full cost to 
repair the damage (including both labor and materials). The Town Adminis- 
trator initiates the collection procedure via the Town Counsel. The Adminis- 
trator should also follow up by advising in writing to the Fire Chief and the 
Deputy Superintendent of Fire Alarm in order that they may be made aware 
that the town has been reimbursed or that the town has nct been reimbursed, 
and why. Such a prccedure can result in improvement of the quality of reporting 
resulting in the long run, in more money being returned to the “Excess and 
Deficiency Fund”. The town should also recover for damage to the fire alarm 
box system by utility crews and contractors. See paragraph 4a above for the 
applicable fire alarm budget item that should be used to assure that this emer- 
gency repair work gets done and done right. 


We recommend that whenever houses cr other buildings are to be moved along 
public streets, before a permit is granted by the Selectmen, that a representa- 
tive of the Fire Department be required to attend the hearing with an estimate 
of the full cost to the town (including labor) of work that might be required 
of Fire Alarm linemen, to permit the building to pass. The owner of the build- 
ing should be required to deposit the full amount with the town, before the 
Selectmen grant the moving permit. Money not actually used for the work, 
should be returned to the owner. Money received will go to the “Excess and 
Deficiency Fund”. When no money has been appropriated for “Work Resulting 
from Building Moving”, the fire alarm budget should be supplemented during 
the same year that an expense cccurs, via the mechanism of a “Reserve Fund 
Transfer”. 


We recommend that the Fire Commissioners initiate a written communicaticn 
to New England Telephone and to Boston Ediscn Company requesting those 
companies to advise the Iccations of all existing underground ducts in Walpole. 
The information would best be in the form of a map showing the location of 
and number of ducts in each duct bank. Massachusetts law (Section 25 of Chap- 
ter 166) requires that utilities make underground ducts available to municipali- 
ties (for fire alarm wires, among cther uses). In order for “Fire Alarm” to 
know what ducts can best serve the Town, cne must know where they are, 
net just some, but all. In the future, it would be well to have a procedure to 
notify the fire department in writing when new ducts are to be installed, or old 
ducts destroyed. Our Fire Commissioners shculd anticipate ful! cooperaticn by 
the utilities. The result might be a municipal resource of surprising value and 
might save taxpayers considerable money in the future. 


An effort should be made to educate the public in the method of operation of 
fire alarm boxes and the Iccation of the nearest box to their home. 


All fire whistle alarms transmitted from the Fire Department or from the Police 
Department should be without exception, anncunced by radio before “starting” 
the “code transmitter.’ Failure to use radio (as well as the fire whistle) results 
in some volunteer firemen missing scme alarms, particularly cn windy days. 


Work for schools should be reported separately in order to benefit from 
available “matching” funds. 


Recommendation fcr the Fire Emergency Telephone Arrangement 


We recommend that a voice recorder be procured and placed in service this 
year to automatically record all fire emergency telephone calls. The equipment 
should have the capability of recording fire department radio, fire depart- 
ment business and police telephone lines. The equipment should be arranged 
to automatically override all cther communicaticns when a call comes in on the 
fire emergency telephone line. Recording of radio and business telephone line 
calls should te accomplished by use of foot, knee and hand remote control 
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switches at the appropriate radio and telephone equipment locations. The 
recording equipment should have capability for immediate play-back so that 
garbled street names can be ‘‘played-back”. This avoids apparatus responding 
to wrong lIccations. The recorder will also serve as a false alarm deterrent, in 
that the voices of people phoning in false alarms can sometimes be identified. 
Proper installation and use of the equipment will greatly strengthen the public 
safety. Budget money should te earmarked this year for the Voice Recorder, 
a year’s supply of tape, 10 remote control switches and a few service calls. 


2. At the present time, there is only one fire emergency telephone line. When the 
668-2323 line is in use, a second fire emergency call will result in a busy signal. 
There seems no reascn for this dangerous arrangement to continue. The fire 
department has a business telephone line; the telephone company has the 
capability to arrange the two telephone lines for progressive operation, so that 
when the fire emergency line is busy, the call automatically progresses to the 
business line. Norwood and many other towns have such an arrangement. The 
Walpole Police have this arrangement with their 668-1212 and 668-1213 lines. 
We recommend that the fire telephone lines be arranged, as soon as possible, 
for progressive operation. 


REPORT OF THE AUXILIARY POLICE STUDY COMMITTEE 


The original intent of the Auxiliary Pclice Study 'Ccmmittee was to examine 
the possibility of utilizing auxiliary police personnel, on a volunteer basis, in place 
of regular police officers in areas such as traffic control, thus saving the town some 
money. 


It kecame2 apparent to the ccmmittee at the cnset that the question was much 
larger in scope than originally anticipated. First, the matter of semantics had to be 
resolved. Second, the relationshiv of the auxiliary police force to the town as a 
whcle had to be decumented. Finallv, the basic question asked of the ccmmittee 
was expanded into one of “Can the town save money in the area of the police 
budget without effectively reducing the level of police protection that we currently 
enjoy?” 


In the semantics questicn, the committee found that the term auxiliary police 
was being used interchangeably with provisional and/or special police officers. 
The committee feels it necessary to define these terms so that the citizens of Walpole 
have a better understanding of duties of each. 


Definitions 


First, auxiliary police are civil defense volunteers appointed by the Selectmen 
of the town and under Section 11 (c) of the Civil Defense Act can exercise or rer- 
form such of the powers and duties of the regular police that the appointing author- 
ity may prescribe. However, auxiliary police shall exercise or perform such powers 
and duties only when they have been called to active duty by the head of the regu- 
lar police force of the city or town to meet a situation which, in his opinion, can- 
not be adequately handled by the regular or reserve pclice ferce cf that city or 
town. Training of the auxiliary force is a matter for determinaticn by the head of 
the regular police or his authorized representative. By law, auxiliary pol’ce can- 
not be used in any labor or industrial dispute or to regulate picketing being car- 
ried on in connection with a strike. 


Some communities in this state have followed the practice of also appointing 
auxiliary police as special or provisional police officers and paying them for serv- 
ices rendered while serving in that capacity. Civil Defense regulations do not 
specifically preclude this practice but do point out that a person who has been 
appointed as an auxiliary policeman and also as a special or provisional offcer 
is not, while serving in the latter capacity, eligible for insurance protection under 
the Civil Defense Claims Acts. That statute protects cnly volunteer, unpaid civ | 
defense personnel while serving as unpaid volunteers. 


In short, the auxiliary police force is an unpaid reserve force for the Town 
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of Walpole. It is used, at the discretion of the local police chief, subject to the 
restrictions imposed under civil defense rules and regulations. This force is called 
to duty cn the eve of July 4th to provide traffic control at the fireworks and on 
Hallowe'en night as a deterrent to vandalism on public and private property. 
Ancther recent instance of the use of this force took place during the Northeast 
blackout of 1965. 


Provisional police officers are appointed as such by the Selectmen of the town 
under existing civil service regulations. They are expected to perform all of the 
duties of a regular police officer and are paid under the police budget on an hours 
worked basis. They are used to maintain the required police department staffing 
during vacation periods, sickness, emergencies, and special details. This group 
constitute a paid reserve force for the Town of Walpole. 


Ancther category of police officer in the town is the special police officer. 
Although appointed by the town Selectmen, this category of officer does not 
receive remuneration from the town. They are empowered to perform police duties 
with respect to private property in the town, such as Kendall Mills, Bird & Son, 
Bird Park, and the Walpole Country Club, and are paid by the organizations 
employing them. 


A fourth category of police cfficer in the town falls into the area of school 
traffic supervision. Those locations which are not covered by regular pclice officers 
are handled by school traffic supervisors. Employment of traffic supervisors is at 
the discretion of the Chief of Police and the Town Administrator and paid for under 
the Town Administrator’s budget. 


The last category of police officer in Walpole is the regular full-time police 
force. We shall discuss this force in more detail later in the report. 


Relationships 


From the definitions listed above, one can see a definite structure. If we 
eliminate the specialized activities of the special police officer and schocl traffic 
supervisor, the following relationship emerges: 


First, the town has available its regular police force on duty, 24 hours a day— 
7 days a week, staffed to a level deemed necessary, by the Police Chief and 
Selectmen, to provide for the protection of persons and property within the town. 


Second, the town has available its provisional police force, empowered to 
perform the duties of the regular police force, to maintain the minimum staffing 
levels to provide the required protection and to augment the regular police force 
in the areas of special duty. 


Finally, the town has available its auxiliary police force for use in emergencies. 
This force, used at the discretion of the Police Chief, has the capability to supple- 
ment the regular police force on a better than one to one ratio. It represents a 
stand-by reserve and we should continue to use it as such. 


It should be noted that different levels of training and readiness exist between 
each of the groups mentioned above. This factor must be taken into consideration 
when assigning duties to the groups involved. 


Can Walpole Save Money in Its Police Budget? 


Although the committee was not requested to examine this, questicn, the 
members felt it was part of the original intent of the Appropriations Committee in 
requesting that the Auxiliary Police Study Committee be established. 


Evaluation of the Police Department as to its effectiveness is a job for experts 
and beyond the capabilities of Auxiliary Police Study Committee. However, 
the committee feels it advisable to provide the citizens of Walpole with some 
general information about its Police Department so that they may become better 
informed about the Police Department as a whole. 


First, it should be noted that Walpole lies midway between two large metro- 
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politan areas and is crcssed by two major highways. Walpole has a number of 
large industries within its berders which also contributes to trathc flow through 
the town. 


Second, it should be recognized that crime and cther emergencies are of a 
somewhat random nature. Thus, the major portion of police work must be along 
the lines of preventive maintenance. Of course, when crime, accidents, and 
emergenies do cccur, the police force must be available to take care of them. The 
police station is the only public service in the town available for duty 24 hours 
a day, 7 days a week. 


Third, the regular police fcrce is a career job for its members. It falls under 
civil service and regular police officers are appointed by the Selectmen based on 
the results of civil service examinations. They receive six weeks of training at 
an accredited police training school with pericdic updating as required. Regular 
officers are encouraged to continue their education through evening courses at local 
universities. 


Fourth, the duties of a lccal police force such as Walpole’s are somewhat differ- 
ent from those of a metropolitan force. Basically, the degree of specialization is 
much less than in the metropolitan area because of stafing limitations. Also, local 
police officers must stand ready to provide a variety cf other services that are 
not required within the metropolitan area as other public service agencies are 
available. 


Fifth, staffing levels within the Iccal police force follow closely the recom- 
mendations of the F.B.I. of 1.5 men per 1000 population. This factor is adjusted 
upward and/or downward by the following elements: Population density, type of 
community (rural or suburban), and traffic density. As this report is written, the 
ratio for Walpole is approximately 1.4. 


Finally, examining in some detail all duties cf the Walpole police force, we 
can start in the area of traffic. The International Asscciation of Chiefs of Police 
(IAQGP) has defined the traffic work of police as “Street or Highway Traffic 
Supervision”. This is basically keeping order on streets and highways, within exist- 
ing regulations, to make their use safe and expeditious. Traffic supervision has 
three main functicns which require police powers and trained officers: 


1. Police trafic accident investigaticn—determination of what happened and 
who and what was involved in a traffic accident, usually at the scene of the 
accident. 


2. Police traffic direction—infcrming drivers and pedestrians how and where 
they may nct mceve cr stand at a particular locaticn, especially during 
periods of congestion or in emergencies. 

3. Police trafiic law enforcement—is that part of traffic law enforcement 


performed by police. Its brcader meaning includes all activities in connec- 
ticn with patrolling streets and highways for traffic supervisory purposes. 


Other duties of the police force include crime investigation, court appearances, 
serv.ng cf summons, provide ambulance service and administer first aid, deliver 
messages cf all types, check out vacant homes, check suspicious persons and cars 
abroad in the nighttime, provide mcney escorts, and observe and check nuisances 
on their beat. 


The duties are many and varied but the emphasis or main effort is in the area 
of street or highway trafhc supervision. The ccmmittee hopes that by enumerating 
them, the citizens of Walpole gain a better understanding of the police force and 
its importance to the town. 


Recommendations 


Based cn the investigations of the committee into civil defense regulations and 
auixiliary police practices in surrounding communities the following recommendation 
is offered regarding utilization of auxiliary police personnel in the area of traffic 
control. 


(ela see) 


Recommended that the auxiliary police force mot be used to replace 
regular officers in the area of traffic control but used instead to augment 
the regular police force in this area at times, as determined by the Chief 
of Police, when the regular police force is unable to cope with the trafhc 
situation. 


The following recommendation is cffered as a result of committee's inquiry 
into local police practices and duties with regard to saving some money in the area 
of the police budget. 


Recommended that the Police department employ a clerk to handle the 
large workload of report typing and filing. This, along with the addition 
of equipment for recording required police reports, would contribute 
to the effectiveness of the regular police force by allowing more time for 
patrol. 


It should be recognized that between 87% and 90% of the police budget 
consists of salaries and that the majority of salary negotiations are now covered 
under collective bargaining agreements. This does not leave much room to 
maneuver when attempting to find savings in the police budget except in the area of 
reduction in staff which we emphatically do not recommend.

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AN ACT ESTABLISHING IN THE TOWN OF WALPOLE 
REPRESENTATIVE TOWN GOVERNMENT BY LIMITED TOWN MEETINGS 
(Chapter 709 of the Acts of 1969 — Approved August 14, 1969) 


NOTE: 


This legis lation was requested by unanimous vote by the Town under 


Article 12 of the Warrant for the 1969 Annual Town Meeting at the April 28, 1969 
adjournment of the latter meeting. IT DOES NOT BECOME EFFECTIVE UNLESS APPROVED 
BY THE VOTERS OF WALPOLE AT THE 1970 TOWN MEETING (election). 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1 — There is hereby 
established in the town of Wai- 
pole the form of representative 
town government by limited town 
meetings. 


Sereonee — Upon the acce;t- 
ance of this act by the town, the 
selectmen, shal] divide the town 
into not less than five nor more 
than nine voting precincts. Each 
precinct shall contain not less 
than cight hundred _ registered 
VOLCES. 

Section 3 — The number of 
members of the representative 
town meeting elected in each 
precinct shall be approximately 
in the same ratio to the total 
number of members elected in the 
town as the number of registered 
voters in the precinct is to the 
number of registered voters in the 
town. The membership in each 
precinct shall consist of the lar- 
gest number divisible by three 
which will result in a total elected 
membership in the town not ex- 
ceeding one hundred and _ fifty. 
The number of elected town meet- 
ing members to which each pre- 
cinect is entithed for the ensuing 
year shall be determined by the 
town clerk between October fif- 
teenth and October twentieth of 
each year and shall be proportion- 
ate to the number of registered 


voters on October fifteenth that 
vear. 
Section 4 — The membership 


of the representative town meet- 
ing also shall include the follow- 
ing nonvoting members at large; 
the town clerk, the town counsel, 
the town administrator, any 
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member of the General Court who 
is a registered voter of the town 
and the chairmen of the follow- 
ing:  selectmen, appropriation 
committee, personnel board and 
planning board. 

Section 5 — It shall be the duty 
of the selectmen and the chair- 
man of each board or committee 
of the town and the head of each 
town department to attend that 
part of every representative tuwn 
meeting at which matters pertain- 
ing to their area, other than those 
to be acted upon or determined 
by ballot, are to be considered. 


Section 6 — The precincts shall 
be plainly designated and_ so 
established as to consist cf, when 
possible, compact and contiguous 
territory, and shall be bounded so 
far as possible by the center line 
of highways or by other well- 
defined limits. 

Section 7 — The boundaries of 
the precincts shall be reviewed 
and may be wholly or partly re- 
vised by the selectmen, im Sep- 
tember of the year after the 
expiration of five years following 
their establishment, revision, or 
review in September of any other 
year when so directed by vote of 
a representative town meeting 
held not later than the twentieth 
day of August in such a year. 


Section 8—The selectmen with- 
in ten days after the establish- 
ment or revision of precincts shal] 
file a report of their action with 
the town clerk, the registrars of 
voters and the assessors, with a 
map or description of the pre- 
cincts and the names and ad- 
dresses of the registered voters 
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in each. They also shall cause to 
be posted in the town hall a map 
or description and a list of the 
registered voters in the precinct 
as established or revised, and 
similar information for each pre- 
cinct shall be posted in at least 
one pub:iec place in the precinct 
unless a description of precincts 
shall be published in a newspaper 
having a general circulation in 
the town. Written notice shall be 
mailed to each voter affected. 


Section 9 — The division of 
the town into precincts and any 
revision of precincts shall take 
effect upon the date of the filing 
of the report thereof with the 
town clerk. Whenever precincts 
are established or revised, the 
town clerk shall forthwith give 
written notice and description to 
the secretary of the common- 
wealth, stating the number and 
designation of the precincts. 


Section 10 — Meetings of the 
registered voters of the several 
precincts for elections and _ pri- 
maries or for voting upon a ques- 
tion to be submitted to all the 
voters of the town shall be held 
at the same time and at such place 
or places as the selectmen shall 
direct in the warrant for the 
meeting. 

Section 11 — The nominat:on 
of candidates for town meeting 
members shall be made by nom- 
ination papers which shall bear 
no political designation. Such 
papers shall be signed by not less 
than 25 registered voters of the 
precinct in which the candidate 
resides and shall be subject to 
Section 10 of Chapter 53 of the 
General Laws. No nomination 
paper shall be received or be valid 
unless the written acceptance of 
the candidate thereby nominated 
shall be filed therewith. 


Section 12 — A town meeting 
member may become a candidate 
for re-election by giving written 
notice to the town clerk not later 


than 14 days prior to the last 
day on which the nomination 
papers of candidates for other 


town offices must be filed. 

If a town meeting member is a 
candidate for re-election, there 
may be added to his name as it 
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appears on the ballot for the elec- 
tion of town officers the words 
“candidate for re-election.” 

Section 13 — The registcred 
yoters In, cach “precinct, sate cae 
first annual town election held 
after the establishment of the pre- 
cinct and those in any precinct 
affected by a revision of »pre- 
cincts at the first annual town 
election following such revision, 
shall elect by ballot the number 
of registered voters in the pre- 
cinct, determined as herein pro- 
vided, to be town meeting mem- 
bers of the town. 


Section 14 — The first third 
to the nearest who'te number of 
members elected in the order of 
votes received shall serve for 
three years, the second third to 
the nearest whole number for two 
vears, and the remaining third to 
the nearest whole number for one 
year from the day of the annual 
town meeting. In case of an equal 
vote affecting the division into 
thirds, the remaining town nmeet- 
ing members from the precinct 
shall determine the same Dy bal- 
lot. 


Section 15 — Thereafter, as the 
term of the town meeting mem- 
bers expire, except as otherwise 
provided herein, the registered 
voters of each precinct at each 
annual town election shall elect 
for the term of three years in like 
manner one third of the number 
to which the precinct is entitled, 
and also shall fill for the unex- 
pired term any vacancy then ex- 


isting in the number of elected 
town meeting members in the 
precinct. 

Section 16 :.— If two oor more 
candidates for town meeting 
member receive an equal nuin- 


ber of votes, other than for the 
division into thirds for deciding 
their term of office, the remaining 
members elected in such precinct 
at the same election shall deter- 
mine by ballot which of the can- 
didates shall serve as a_ town 
mecting member. The terms of of- 
fice of the town meeting members 
from any precinct whose boun- 
daries are revised shall cease 
upon the election of their suc- 
cessors. The town clerk, after 
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every election of town meeting 
members, shall notify each mem- 
ber by mail of his election. 


Section 17 — If the boundaries 
of any precinct are revised or 
any new precinct established, 


there shall be a new election of 
town meeting members im cach 
precinct whose territory is af- 
fected at the first annual town 
election following such a revision. 


Section 18—The representative 
town meeting members shail be 
elected in conformity with Chap- 
ters 53 and 54 of the General 
Laws relative to elections, and 
the provisions of law relating to 
precinct voting at elections shall 
apply to all elections and _ pri- 
maries in the town so far as 
such laws are not inconsistent 
herewith. The provisions of 
this act pertaining to the estab- 
lishment of precincts shall not 
authorize any action contrary to 
the provisions of any law rela- 
tive to the use of precincts in the 


formation of representative dis- 
tricts: 
Section 19 — A town meeting 


member may resign by filing a 
written resignation with the town 
clerk effective upon the date of 
filing. A member who removes 
from the town shall cease forth- 
with to be a member, and a mem- 
ber who removes from one pre- 
cinct to another may serve only 
until the next annual town meet- 
ing. 

Section 20 — A vacancy in the 
number of town meeting mem- 
bers from any precinct arising 
from any cause may be filled un- 
til the next annual election by 
vote of the remaining town meet- 
ing members from the precinct. 
Upon petition signed by not less 
than ten or not less than one- 
third, whichever is greater, of the 
town meeting members from the 
precinct, the town clerk shall 
call a meeting of the remaining 
members from the precinet for 
the purpose of filling the veanev, 
notice of which shall be mailed to 
such members not less than seven 
davs before the time of the meet- 
ing. 

Section 21 — A majority of the 
members from the precinct at- 
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fending such meeting shall con- 
stitute a quorum and shall elect 
one of their number as chairman 
and one as clerk or they may 
designate the town clerk to act as 
clerk of the meeting. The vote 
shall be by ballot and a majority 
of votes cast shall be necessary 
for a choice. The chairman and 
clerk shall count the ballots, and 
the chairman shall make a certifi- 
cate of the choice which shall be 
filed with the town clerk together 
with a written acceptance of the 
person so chosen, who thereupon 
shall be deemed to be chosen as 
a town meeting member. 


Section 22 A moderator shall 
be elected by ballot at the annual 
town meeting when the term of 
office of a moderator expires, and 
he shall serve at all town meet- 
ings, except as otherwise pro- 
vided by law, until a successor 
is elected and qualified. The nom- 
ination and election of a modera- 
tor shall be the same as for other 
elective town officers. If the 
moderator is absent, a moderator 
pro tempore may be appointed 
by the town meeting members. 


Section 23 — The articles in 
the warrant for every town meet- 
ing which relate to the election 
of a moderator, town officers, 
and town meeting members and 
to referenda and all matters to be 
acted upon and determined by 


ballot, shall be acted upcn and 


determined by the registered 
voters of the town. AIl other 


articles shall be acted upon and 
determined exclusively by the 
town meeting members at a 
meeting held at a time and place 
specified by the selectmen jn the 
warrant for the meeting, subject 
to a referendum as herein pro- 
vided. 


Section 24 — The town clerk 
shall notify the town meeting 
members of the time and p!ace of 
which meetings are to be held, 
the notices to be sent by maij at 
least seven days before the mect- 
ing. Notice of the time and place 
of an adjourned town meeting 
shall be sent by mail forthwith 
following the adjournment of the 
meetings from which adjournment 
is taken. 
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Section 25 — The members of 
the representative town mecting 
shall receive no compensation for 
serving as members of the repre- 
sentative town meeting. A majori- 
ty of the members shall consitute 
a quorum for the transaction of 
business. A lesser number may 
organize temporarily and may 
adjourn from time to time, but a 
meeting shall not adjourn beyond 
the date of an election of town 
meeting members. 


Section 26—The representative 
town meeting may make such 
rules consistent with law as it 
may consider necessary for cocvi- 
ducting its meetings. 


Section 27 — A toww inceting 
member shall be meligible to vote 
on any matter in which he is 
deemed to be in conflict of inter- 
CSU 


Section 28 — The representa- 
tive town meeting may appoint 
such committees as it may con- 
sider necessary to investigate and 
report on any matters referred to 
them and to make a recommenda- 
tion thereon, but no such com- 
mittee shall have any executive 
or legislative powers and a1] mat- 
ters shall be determined by vote 
of the town meeting members. 


Section 29 — All representative 
town meetings shall be open to 
the public. Any registered voter 
of the town who is not a town 
meeting member, subject to such 
conditions as the town meeting 
members may determine, may 
speak at least once upon any 
matter at such a meeting, but he 
shall have no vote. 


Section 30 — The following 
votes of a representative town 
meeting shall not be operative un- 
til the expiration of seven days ex- 
clusive of Sundays and lhoiidavs 
from the dissolution of the meet- 
ing: (a) authorizing the expendi- 
ture of twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars or more as a special appro- 
priation; (b) establishing a new 
board or office; (c) abolishing an 
old board or office; (d) merginz 
two or more boards or offices; 
(c) fixing the term of cffice of 
town officers where such term is 
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optional; (f) increasing or reduc- 
ing the number of members of a 
board; (g) :dopiing a new by- 
law; and (h) amending er repea!- 
ing an existing by law. 


Section 3i — If within such 
period of seven days a petition 
signed by not jess than fifty reg- 
istered voters from each precinct, 
the aggregate number so signing 
being not less than four percent 
of the registered, voters in the 
town, is filed with the selectiien 
asking that any question involved 
in such a vote be submitted to 
the voters of the town at large, 
then the selecimen within seven 
days thereafter shall call a special 
meeting to be held within four- 
teen days following such call for 
the sole purpose of presenting the 
question to the voters alt turge. 


Section 32 —- Each question 
submitted shall be placed on the 
official ballot in the following 
form: “Shall the town vote to ap- 
prove the action of the represen- 
tative town meeting whereby it 
was voted (insert brief descrip- 
tion of the substance of the 
vote) ?” 


Section 33 — The poils for vai- 
ing upon such a question may ve 
opened no later than at twelve 
o’clock noon and shall be closed 
not earlier than eight o’clock in 
the evening. The vote shall be 
taken by ballot and the check hist 
used in the several precincts im the 
same manner as for the election 
of town officers. A question sib- 
mitted shall be determined by a 
majority of the registered voters 
of the town voting thereon or by 
the same proportion of votes as 
would be required if the question 
were determined by a representa- 
tive town meeting, but an action 
of the representative town mcet- 
ing shall not be reversed unless 
at least twenty-five percent of all! 
the registered voters of the town 
shall so vote. 


Section 34 — If such a petition 
for a referendum is not filed with- 
in seven days the vote of the rep- 
resentative town meeting shall be- 
come operative and effective up- 
on the expiration of that period. 
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Section 35 — The town shali 
have the capacity io act through 
and to be bound by the action of 
its town meeting members, who 
when convened frem time to 
time shall constitute a represen- 
tative town meeting. The repre- 
sentative town meeting shal! have 
and may exercise all powers 
vested in the municipal corpora- 
tion so far as it is consistent with 
the provisions of this act. 

Section 36 — Action py a repre- 
sentative town meeting in con- 
formity with laws now or here- 
after applicable to the transaction 
of town affairs in town meeting 
shall have the same force and ef- 
fect as if taken in a town meeting 
open to all voters of the town, as 
organized and conducted before 
the establishment of representa- 
tive town government. 


( 
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Section 37 — This act shall be 
submitted for acceptance by the 
voters of the town of Walpole at 
the annual town meeting in the 
year nineteen hundred and seven- 
ty in the form of the following 
question which shall be placed on 
the official ballot to be used for 
the election of town officers at 
said meeting: “Shall an act passed 
by the General Court in the year 
nineteen hundred and sixty-nine, 
entitled “An Act establishing in 
the town of Walpole representa- 
tive town government by limited 
town meetings.’, be accepted by 
the town?” If a majority of the 
votes in answer to said question 
is in the affirmative, this act 
shall take effect immediately for 
the purposes of the regular annu- 
al town election in the year nine- 
teen hundred and seventy-one.
